Israeli Tanks, Troops 
Hold Chunk of Lebanon 
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Sixteen

Tank-led Israeli troops, 
backed by warplanes and 
artillery, raided southi.. 
ern Lebanon Saturday, 
attacking both guerrillas 
and Lebanese army units 
and sweeping into 16 vil¬ 
lages in the heart of the 
Palestine terrorist “Fat- 
ahland,” then prepared 
to spend the night in the 
battle area an Israeli 
military spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the 
fighting stopped after dark 
but the Israeli soldiers 
filanned to hold their territor\- 
at least overnight bet ;m«:p of 
the risk in\olved in m 'vint: 
tanks and hea\y armore«l 
cars during the night. 

The spokesman said three 
Israeli soldiers were killed 
and six others wounded dur¬ 
ing the firet 18 hours of the 
operation designed to wipe out 
guerrilla strongholds. He list¬ 
ed the guerrilla losses at 40 
dead. 

In Cairo, the Middle East 
Agency said the Libyan head 
of state. Col. Moammar Kha- 
dafy offered to send troo[)s to 
help Lebanon. However, ex¬ 
perts said it was unlikely Le¬ 
banon would accept because 
the presence of Arab troops 
might touch off more Israeli 
raids. 

The Lebanese ambassador 
to the United Nations. 
EdoOard tlhorra. lodged a 
written protest with the IjN 
Security Council against ihe 
"massive land and air attack 
against Lebanon." 

The Israeli spokesman said 
troops crossed the border at 
three points and drove 
straight toward suspected 
guerrilla areas. He said four 
Lebanese tanks were de¬ 
stroyed. 130 houses w'ere de¬ 
molished, and 20 guerrillas 
and I^ebanese were taken 
pri.soner.

I>«ar Dr. Thoateaon: Help! 
Help! I have a problem that I 
find is common among people 
disabled by disease such as 
mine. 

Diagnosis: Chronic bronchi¬ 
tis, pulmonary emphysema, 
and arteriosclerotic heart dis¬ 
ease. 

Although the above diag¬ 
nosis was made by two clin¬ 
ics. both recommended by my 
employer and the Insurance 
company both consider me to 
totally and permanently 
disabled, my wife and family 
do not consider my condition 
to be a handicap. 

They feel I should put In a 
full eight hours’ work a day, 
mowing the lawn, gardening, 
repairing the house, painting, 
etc. 

I do manage to wrjrk at 
these talks about throe to four 
horn's a day, but it’s roi 4 gh be¬ 
cause the very act of breathing 
can be labor, and then I am 
nagged because I can't get up 
in the morning.

I am 63, have provided a 
better than average home for 
my wife and three children. 
My wife never had to work, 
and the children are grown, 
are established in excellent 
careers. 

I feel that a statment from 
you could make life more 
bearable.—|.V. Hadlt. 

Okay, I’ll use your pen 
name and not your real name 
or initials. 

I don’t know why, and I 
don't know how often, but I do 
know that at times there are 
people who have a distorted 
idea of whnt "disabled" 
mean. If a person isn’t on 
crutches, or bedridden, or 


in a wheelchair, they have a 
blind sfwt and can’t compre¬ 
hend disabilities that aren't 
visible. 

In your case, your breath¬ 
ing is impaired and you have 
heart disease, and there are 
many people who have lost a 
leg or a hand and are less 
disabled than you are. I don’t 
see why your family can’t re¬ 
cognize that. Their insistence 
that you do the work you 
mentioned is clearly unrea¬ 
sonable on their part. 

You probably can tolerate a 
bit of work, taken at Intervals 
with rest between, but when 
you run short of breath it is a 
signal that you are doing too 
much. If saps your reserve 
strength when, for the sake of 
your frail health, you should 
be conserving it. 

If your family can’t under¬ 
stand that, I see no alterna¬ 
tive but to put your foot down. 
Do what you can comfortably 
and then rest until your 
breath comes easily again 
and you feel up to doing some 
more.

' electlcHi in which he first wwi 
a seat. 

Public Board* 

It's probable, as Barrett 
suggests, no provincial pre¬ 
mier has ever come to power 
with as much knowledge of 
the civil service as he has 
himself. He says: "I have an 
intimate knowledge of the 
civil service — and I say 
there is no need for fear." 

He draws a clear line, how¬ 
ever, between the civil ser¬ 
vice and appointees to public 
boards like the Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission, '"niey’re 
different," Barrett says of the 
boards, adding, "a responsi¬ 
ble government has to be re¬ 
sponsible but these public 
boards have nothing to do 
with the civil service.” 

Finest Service 

Bennett has always main¬ 
tained, and he ha.s stressed it 
again on at lea.st one occasion 
since the defeat of Social 
Oedit, that B.C. has the 
finest civil sen’ice in tlie 
country becpu.se promotions 
and appointments are based 
strictly on merit. He stoutly 
defends the appointments of 
Worley ("a brilliant young 
man") and others like former 
labor minister Lyle Wicks, 
long-time appointee to the 
PUC. 

Many of his critics may not 
agree with Bennett's assess¬ 
ment but there is still the 
question of how to get rid of 
unsuitable political appoin¬ 
tees.

Risk Flak 

Deputy ministers, even 
those who rome up through 
the civil service and whose 
jobs arc advertised for public 
competition, are ap(.x)inted by 
order-in-council in cabinet. 
The outgoing government, 
which just one week ago con¬ 
firmed five such appoint¬ 
ments. hasn't made it easy to 
replace them or any other top 
officials. 

The NDP, if it wishes to get 
rid of certain deputies and 
can’t wait to outflank them by 
forcing resignation or early 
retirement, is obviously going 
to have to fire them and risk 
the political flak involved in 
making its own appointments. 

Key Office 

In certain cases there are 
statutes which provide a mea¬ 
sure of protection to high of¬ 
fice holders. The chairman of 
the purchasing commission, 
for instance, to protect the 
holder of that key office from 
political pressure, can only be 
removed by decision of the 
Legislature. ' 

Even members of the PUC, 
who are appointed for 10-year 
terms, can according to their 
governing statute, only be ter¬ 
minated "for cause." 

The solution, however, in

the cases of Dr. J. F. K. En¬ 
glish, PUC chairman, and 
‘commission member Fin 
McKinnon, may be found in 
the application of the compul- 
sory-retirement-at-65 rule for 
civil servants. Both are 
former deputy ministers and 
well over retirement age. 

In fact. In the civil service 
Itself there are currently be¬ 
tween 200 and 300 over-65 em¬ 
ployees, whose appointments 
are being renewed by cabinet 
on a three-monthly basis, pre¬ 
sumably because there are 
ready replacements for them. 

The prevalence of this prac¬ 
tice under the Bennett govern¬ 
ment extended right Into the 
Civil Service Commission it¬ 
self, where one of three 
members is Everett Brown 
who retired as deputy min¬ 
ister of municipal affairs 
after reaching 65. 

New Thinking 

The new government can 
also look to recent studies of 
government operations for 
support in its efforts to bring 
change to the top echelons of 
the bureaucracy. 

The Liquor Control Board 
for instance is headed by Wil¬ 
liam Bruce, a long-time civil 
servant, but the royal com¬ 
mission on B.C.’s liquor laws 
recommended a three- 
member board. So Bruce 
could be retained and two 
NDP appointees brought in to 
inject new thinking into the 
boeird operation. 

The executive management 
committee of B.C. Hydro, a 
sort of inner cadre of the 
board of directors which con¬ 
sisted of chairman Dr. Gor¬ 
don Shrum and former Socred 
finance minister Einar Gun¬ 
derson as well as two cabinet 
ministers, could be eliminated 
on recommendation of none 
less than the B.C. Energy 
Board, chaired by Shrum. 

Two former Socred MLAs 
were given job.s over the 
yeans in the civil service 
proper. Percy Wright , re¬ 
signed his Victoria seat in 
1953 to allow Gunderson to j 
run in a byelection (in which 
Gunderson was defeated) and 
became the province’s assess¬ 
ment commissioner. Wright 
still holds the post and now 
has only about a year to go to 
retirement. 

Obscure Job 

Charlie Parker, who held 
the Peace River seat for So¬ 
cial Credit in the early '50s, 
resigned to run against the 
NDP’s Robert Strachan in 
what Is now Cowichan- 
Malahat in 1956. He lost and 
was given an obscure clerk’s 
job in the finance department 
which he still holds. 

Besides Gunderson, three 
Socred ministers who lost at 
the polls were given govern¬ 
ment positions. But only 
Wicks, on the PUC, still re¬ 
tains his job. Former agricul¬ 
ture minister Newton Steacey 
was made B.C. agent-general 
in Sail Francisco, where he 
died a few years ago.

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School Finance Changes 


A FTEK 14 YEARS OF POUNDING on the 
theme that school taxes on property should 
be abolished, delegates to the Union of B.C. Munici¬ 
palises convention, In a resolutions seminar, sud¬ 
denly changed their minds. They did so at a time 
when a new government has promised almost what 
they wanted. 

, Almost, but not quite. It is perhaps' important 
to note the difference. The UBCM has maintained 
that taxes for education should be removed from 
all property, and thus in the seminar the chairman 
of Vancouver council’s finance committee. Aid. 
E^irle Adams, was able to argue that removal 
would benefit businesses more than homeowners, 
who receive grants. But the New Democrats have 
pieced themselves to remove school taxes over 
five years only from family farms imd owner-oc- 
cupi^ homes. 

This point apart, however, the delegates worri¬ 
ed about “over-centralization” of the education sys¬ 
tem if there were no local tax responsibility, and 
the possible development of a large provincial bu¬ 
reaucracy. The suspicion is natural, for it is con¬ 
trary to experience, if nothing else, that the piper- 
payer will not call the time. 

But the new government is committed to 
‘changing that old rule, in relation to school costs. 
It promises, besides that it will finance education 


'out of provincial general revenues while continuing 
the home-owner grant solely to offset municipal 
and regular taxes, include a new financial formula 
-which, among other things, will; 

• Restore local autonomy for school boards; 

• Allow for flexibility of program within 
the individuai school district; 

• Provide funds to school boards on the 
basis of educational.program needs, not “average” 
needs. 

The only possible trend to further- central¬ 
ization indicated in the NDP’s education platform 
is that the party said it would establish a “continu¬ 
ing education commission” to work with the min¬ 
ister and department in making over-all education¬ 
al and jwlicy changes — and even then, that the 
commission would have representation from ali sec¬ 
tors of the province. 

It wili be In extraordinary contrast to all the 
province has been used to if Premier Barrett’s gov¬ 
ernment provides the money (still the taxpayers’ 
money, let it be marked, and probably much, 
much more of it) and permits the iocal school 
boards to make the decisions on spending and, by 
tte same token, to take credit for programs that 
ptdbse the voters. But we shali wait and see, with 
interest. 


Greenbelt for Saanich 


T he SAANICH PROPOSAL on provincial 
“greentelt” acquisition in the municipality 
may seem, on first consideration, unduly ambi¬ 
tious. The proposal, put before the provincial gov¬ 
ernment five months ago but not disclosed in detaii 
until now, is that the province invest $6.2 million 
in l,8G.'i acres of Saanich land to be kept in an 
open, natural .state. The municipality aiready has 
secured 2,674 acres of greenbeit, and with the addi¬ 
tion of the proposed acreage “a broad greenbelt 
capable of providing a permanent frame to the 
main urban area of the capital region” could be es¬ 
tablished, connecting Beaver-Elk Lakes, the Col- 
quitz River Basin, Swan Lake and the Blenkinsop 
Valley, 

Ganich got no action from the Social Credit 
government on this suggestion, and it is not dif- 


ficuit to see why. The Sociai Credit administration 
was openly intent upon spending its greenbelt pre¬ 
servation money on highly visible stretches of land 
along highways, where there would be no doubt 
about the government being the benefactor. Fur¬ 
thermore, the Saanich proposal called for the 
spending of nearly a quarter of the $25 million 
fund set up at the last session of the legislature for 
greenbelt protection throughout the province, and 
called for quick action, too. 

But the request will be re-submitted to the 
New Democratic government, and its soundness 
and attractiveness suggests that it should have 
sympathetic study with a view of implementing the 
plan with all reasonable speed. The $25 million, it 
seems likely, will not be allowed to dwindle to noth¬ 
ing.

P RIME MINIS’TER TRUDEAU is reported to 
have “listened without comment” to a pre¬ 
miere of snatches of the Liberal Party’s campaign 
song. We are amazed that he even suffered it in 
silence. 

“Take care, take time,” the first verse says in 
English, there being no French version.

Claude Wagner burst upon

He ordered his white crash- 
helmeted Quebec Provincial 
Police in their spectacular 
phosphorescent orange great- 
c?oats and shields, swinging 
their three-foot-long, leaded 
nightsticks into the untidy 
ranks of assorted hwligans, 
separatists, terrorists and 
Quebec natimialist extremists 
who were rioting and scream¬ 
ing obscenities at Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth on her Quebec City 
visit. 

You may recall how the ter¬ 
rorists had made no secret - 
in fact, they boasted publicly 
— of their plans to kill the 
Queen, and in spectacularly 
law-defying fashion mounted 
arms raids on federal army 
barracks to collect the wea|>- 
ons for what they swore 
would be her assassination. 

For this firm, sense-making 
stand in the face of hooligan 
terrorism, he took a pounding

without fear of robbery, as¬ 
sault. rape, insult or obs¬ 
cenity."

New Power Struggle - 

Ton Ton Macoutes 
Spring Up in Haiti 


Haiti's “bogeyman army," 
the Ton Ton Macoutes, arc 
back. 

The sunglass-wearing gun¬ 
men, who disappeared from 
tlie Port-au-Prince street 
corners and village s(<uurcs 
after the death of President 
Francois (Papa Doc) Duva- 
lier a year ago, have sprung 
up again under the rule of 
DuvaJier’s 21-year-old stjn, 
Jean-Claude, the world’s 
youngest president. 

What it means, foreign dip¬ 
lomats here say, is yet an¬ 
other libwer struggle in this 
168-year-old rcfiublic whose 
history of power struggles is 
second only to its struggles 
against poverty. With a per 
capita income of around $70 a 
year, Haiti’s five million peo¬ 
ple rank as the |)oorest in the 
western hemisphere. 

“In the eyes of the Haitian 
people, who still venerate the 
late president, Jean-Claudc is 
the president. But the facts 
demonstrate othciwi.se.” said 
a Central American diplomat 
who, like other diplomats 
here, chose not to have his 
name used. With the press 
under government <’ontrol and 
no op|K)sition jxditic.s of any 
kind permitted, anonymous 
diplomats became a iirinripal 
information source. 

The consensus in that corps 
Is that the real iM>wcr lies in 
the hands of lO-year-old mil¬ 
lionaire Luckner Camhnmnc. 
who as minister of defence, 
Ifolicc, and interior and spe¬ 
cial guai’dian of the borders 
of Haiti, heads all the govern¬ 
ment agencies that have any 
fire flower. 

t’ambronne. the iliplomats 
say. seems to have loially en¬ 
trenched himself ns a resuli 
of Jean-Claudc’s exiling this 
year of his 29-ycar-old sister. 
Marie-Denisc. who was ctin- 
sidered the only other person 
in the nation with signiffcani 
influence on Baby I>)c. ns ih • 
president is sometimes called 
by hLs detractors. 

Marie-Denise. now living in 
Mexican exile. originally 
joined her husband. Max Dfi- 
niinique, in a two-year exile 
in Spain in 1967 and 1968. This 
was after Dominique, a pal¬ 
ace guard, was implicated in 
one^ of many plots to oxer- 
throw the jiresidcnt. I>cspilr 
the fact that INjminifiuc was 
hi.s son-in-law. the elder I>u\a- 
liep condemned him t«i death 
in ab.sentia, hut later lifted 
the sentence and let him re¬ 
turn. rc|K)rtcdIy because the 
president found Marie-Dciiise 
. the most capable and uscAil 
of his four children.

licfKjrts of arrests and se¬ 
cret murders are always in 
the air in Haiti when the Ton 
Ton Macoutes (the word 
means bogeymen in Creole) 
are visible. 

During the heyday of this 
firivate, casually clad army of 
Papa Doc’s, in the early 
1960s. there were said to be as 
many as 25,000 Ton Ton Ma¬ 
coutes carrying on their pri¬ 
vate and often bloody vendet¬ 
tas while protecting their 
sjionsor. It was always be¬ 
lieved that Duvalier used this 
unofficial armed force to bal¬ 
ance the i)Ower of the official 
army, numbering about 5,500. 
so that neither could ever get 
sti*ong enough to overthmw 
him. 

After 1967, the fK)wer of the 
Ton Ton Macoutes began to 
decline and .the worst of tlie 
termr apiiearcd to be over al¬ 
though men carrying rifles or 
with gun-bulged i)Ockcts re¬ 
mained a common sight in the 
capital and the country. 

Shortly after Jean-CInude 
was proclaimed prosidcnl-for- 
life. on April 22. 1971, he an¬ 


nounced that he had dissolved 
the Ton Ton Macoutes and 
was replacing them with a 
group to be called the Leoi>- 
ards, which would be a small, 
professional corps of presi¬ 
dential guards. 

But in recent weeks, those 
men with the guns have 
turned up again, and whatev¬ 
er the president calls them, 
the Haitian people call them 
the Ton Ton Macoutes. 

Diplomats feel that Cam- 
bronne is more certain of the 
loyalty of the informal police 
than of the army. It is said in 
Haiti that every army officer, 
given enough power, refire- 
sents a f)otential coup d’etat. 
And this doesn’t apply only to 
the army. Two years ago. the 
Haitian coast guard, which 
consisted of three derelict 
ships and 119 men, shelled the 
gleaming white national pal¬ 
ace where Duvalier in hi.s 
later years became a near¬ 
recluse, and then fled for 
neighboring Puerto Rico. 

Whatever the reason for the 
rc-cmcrgence of the Ton Ton 
Macoutes, it doesn't augur 
well for Jcan-Claude’s cam¬ 
paign to fKilish up his nation’s 
image internationally. 
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Explosions, fires and grind¬ 
ing collisions in the world's 
sea lanes are leaving a wake 
of death, destruetkm and eco¬ 
logical fuin, . but preventive 
measures are emerging ^ 
gradually. 

In October, the worldwide 
InterCovemmental Maritime 
Consultative ' Organization 
(IMCO) will meet again to 
continue negotiating safety on 
the high seas. 

The U.S. Coast Guard, 
Tneantlnie, has turned to writ¬ 
ing regulations to stem the 
tide of death in home waters. 

“We’re starting to draw 
white lines in the water/’ said 
Capt. Berry Meaux, coast 
guard public information of¬ 
ficer. 

Lt. Cmdr. Ken Wodman of 
the Merchant' Marine safety 
division added: “We are de¬ 
veloping some pretty fancy 
svstems to overconte human 
error. You still can’t run a 
ship by machine. The ships' 
masters are the final authori¬ 
ty (but) you can improve the 
way they perform by giving 
them additional aids.’’ 

And springing up around 
the world are dozens of traffic 
control systems in important 
and busy harbors and water¬ 
ways to minimize the risk of 
collisions and groundings. The 
aids include the usual bobbing 
buoys, s t o p-and - go signals, 
fancy radar and computer 
systems and new minimum 
personnel standards. But 
there's more.^ 

Several new U.S. laws have 
armed the coast guard with 
muscle. To prevent disasters 
of unkown proportions that 
might occur ^ places such as 
the petrochemical-lined Hous¬ 
ton ship channel, for example, 
the coast guard has issued 
new regulations for vessels 
carrying dangerous cargoes. 

The bridge-to-bridge radio¬ 
telephone act, which became 
law last year, requires vessels 
of a certain size to operate 
and monitor such ship-to-ship 
communications by next Jan. 

1 in another move to reduce 
collisions. 

The coast guard Is prepar¬ 
ing to license the operators, 
and possibly the engineers, of 
towing vessels 26 feet or more 
in length. These regulations 
were prepared under a law 
signed by President Nixon 
July 14. And just days earlier. 
July 10, the president signed 
the fx)rts and waterways safe¬ 
ty and environmental quality 
act. 

Each act was preceded by 
one or more serious but 
avoidable accidents, such as 
the massive oil leak resulting 
from the grounding of the 
Torrey Canyon off the British 
and French coasts in 1967. 

“Oil spills have focused 
public attention on the need 
for safety,” said coast guaixi 
Lt. (?mdr. Gill SIvaw, who wa.s 
public information officer in 
San Francisco at the time the 
Arizona Standard and the 
Oregon Standard, two oil 
lankei’s, collided in the bay 
spilling 8(X).(X)0 gallons of 
ciiide oil. 

The impetus for the ports 
and waterways safely act 
came earlier.

supplies or fuel.” 

The new laws are especially 
directed at confined water- 
r.'iyays. At sea, the risk is not 

great although collisons do 
occur. And since ships are 
getting bigger, ^icy will l>c 
easier to hit.

ticism—indicates the prudent 
approach is uppermost in his 
mind. 

He knows the pressures 
there will be on the treasury 
when a group of ministers, 
most of whom have suffered 
for years the frustrations of 
sitting in the opposition, want 
to barge off in all directions 
with new programs. 

Barrett has made it quite 
clear, without actually com¬ 
ing right out to say so, that 
for the first few months of his 
government only those things 
which urgently need to be 
done for the most neglected 
areas of our society—the 
aged, the young and the sick 
—will have top priority. 

In the past Barrett and 
practically every member of 
his caucus has been critical of 
Social Credit for having min¬ 
isters rcs|)onsible for more 
than one department; 

It's worth noting too, at this 
stage, that the new premier 
vowed both before and during 
the last election campaign he 
would not also take the fi¬ 
nance post, arguing that it 
placed too much fiower in the 
hands of a single man. 

But it's not the first and it 
won’t be the last time the ac¬ 
tual responsibility of govern¬ 
ment has forced a |)olitician 
to retreat from a stand taken 
on principle. 

Barrett’s decision to hold 
onto the finance portfolio will 
likely only become a liability 
if he hangs onto it beyond the 


period in which he may rea¬ 
sonably be expected to broad* 
en his cabinet representation. 

There’s a lot to be said in 
favor of taking a session, per¬ 
haps even six months, to mea¬ 
sure i)erformance of his min¬ 
isters against the potential of 
NDP backb'enchers. But 
unless the veterans who don't 
shape up are kicked out 

smartly in favor of new blood 

it is going to turn out to be a 
meaningless exercise. 

The cabinet swearing-in 

ceremony in the legislative 
chamber Friday evening, be¬ 
cause it rewarded every 

member of the NDP caucus 
who had any legislative expe¬ 
rience. 15 in all out of 38, was 
immediately dubbed "veter* 
ans’ day" and one wag said it 
should have delayed until

Now it's fine for Barrett to 
hint that, the niceties having 
been observed, performance 
will be all that counts in fu¬ 
ture. It amounted to the pre¬ 
mier saying, in effect, "we’re 
all friends in this together but 

But, it's piing to take a 
ruthless premier to stick to 
this kind of shape-up-or-ship* 
out philosophy in his own cab¬ 
inet. 

Bonncit never thought it 
was necessary to follow such 
a procedure, probably be¬ 
cause he felt secure as long 
as he held the purse strings. 
Performance in tlie Bennett 
era was measqr|d by the Tri¬ 


ple A rating the province held 
on Wall Street. 

It was a little pathetic to 
see the Socred leader stand¬ 
ing in front of a battery of 
cameras and micr(H>hone8 
last week reading off the 
impressive list ctf liquid assets 
the province has. 

Mixed with the obvious 
pride in his accomplishments 
in the fiscal field was an un¬ 
derlying bewilderment that 
the voters who handed such a 
sound trouncing to Social 
Credit Aug. 30 didn’t under¬ 
stand what he was trying to 
do and why. 

I can recall Bennett point¬ 
ing to the fountain in front of 
the legislative buildings and 
boasting that the province 
would soon be able to finance 
all of its (Mvn internal n^ds 
with the help of the pensions 
funds it administers. 

What he genuinely didn’t 
understand was that people 
don't care about financing — 
at least until they aren’t able 
to get it when they need 
money. They want services. 

Barrett knows people needs 
very well. The question is can 
he provide prudent manage¬ 
ment of the provincial econ¬ 
omy without succumbing to 
lure of holding tliose alj-po- 
wer^l purse strings in his 
own hands?

Reward for the struggle is 
long-songht-for flood control 
and billions of kilowatts of hy¬ 
droelectric energy. The twin 
goals are almost reached. 

The three signatorees to the 
treaty are no longer in office, 
the last of the trio, Premier 
Bennett, being voted out at 
the most recent meeting of 
B.C. Hydro .and Power Au¬ 
thority shareholders on Aug. 
30. 

But the biggbst and most 
impressive result of the trio’s 
action on Sept. 16, 1964 — the 
towering dam at Mica Creek 
— is about to take the witness 
stand to prove the wiRdom of 
the treaty. 


Sometime in December the 
last i*ock will be dumped into 
place on the top'of the dam, 
about four montlis ahead of 
the date demanded by the 
terms of the agreement. It 
will then join the Duncan 
Dam near Kaslo and the 
Hugh Kcenieyside Pam on 
Lower Arrow Lake in tlie Co- 
lumbia-Kbotenay in tlieir 
flood-control role. 

The spring ninoff will start 
the 2^-year fill up of a 13S- 
mlle-long .reservoir that will 
stretch from Valemount in the 
north to Donald in the south. ^ 

The bids for construcUcwi of 
the powerhouse at the Mica 
Dam will be opened Oct. 12, a 


tWQ-w6ek ' extension on the 
previously-announced date. 
On its completion tlie two Ja¬ 
panese-made turbines and 
governors, then the two later 
Russian ones will be installed, 
along with the Canadian-made 
generators. 

Clearing has started on a 
330-mile corridor for a 
500,000-volt transmission line 
to Vancouver. Sometime in 
1975 another high government 
official will throw a switch to 
start the turbines spinning 
and we may watch the Mon¬ 
treal Olympics on TV sets 
running on Columbia power. 

There will be six sets of tur¬ 
bines and generators eventu¬ 


ally at Mica which combined 
will mean a capacity of 2.5 
million kilowatts, slightly 
more than tlie 2.3 million pro¬ 
jected for the 10 generators at 
the Bennett Dam on the 
Peace River. 

Future Columbia-Kootenay 
projects will make a total of 
5.12 million kilowatts out of 
that systerq. It sounds impres¬ 
sive and is more than enough 
for present requirements but 
growing population and in¬ 
dustry before the turn of the 
century may make those fig¬ 
ures less reassuring. 

If reassurance was neces¬ 
sary for safe sleeping in the 
Kootenays last June as the 


V 

massive snow melt and runoff 
quickly elevated river levels, 
the Columbia dajM provide 
^ IL. Trail, in particular. whUe 
' it got Its toes wet, had much 
to be thankful for. 

Unregulated, the Colum¬ 
bia’s flow at Trail would have 
reached S’^.OOO cubic feet per 
second, equalling the 1948 and 
1961 flood levels when much 
of the city was under several 
feet ot mud and water. 

By careful juggling the re¬ 
lease of water through the 
Duncan and Keenleyside 
dams, and the some control 
available for the first time 
from another treaty project — 
the Libby Dam in Montana 
B.C. H^ro engineers were 
able to hold the flow of water 
at Trail lo a maximum of 
253.000 cfs. 

Flood damage at Trail 
begins when the flow exceeds 


234,000 cfs and some flooc^ng 
did occur, but only of a minor 
pature. 

Engineers were forced to let 
some water go from the Dun¬ 
can and Keenleyside dams in 
order to allow more room be¬ 
hind them in case of an ex¬ 
pected second quick runoff, 
and this ts what caused the 
minor flooding in Trail. 

But this coming June, all 
fears should be at rest The 
Mica Dam 800 feet high from 
bedrock, will create a reser¬ 
voir with a storage capacity 
of 20 million acre feet.

Many a tear inched down 
wLsdom-lined faces. Crisp 
white handkerchiefs appeared 
before weather-beaten faces 
of aged men. who suddenly

day of tremendous pri^e for 
ifasquimalt. 

The township celebrates Ks 
both birthday today, but Sat¬ 
urday afternoon the pomp and 
ceremony of the military hold 
sway before a large gathering 
at Ksquimall's Memorial 
Park. 

The age-old challenge "Halt 
who goes there?” was made 
by long-time former hlsijui- 
malt alderman, James Bryant 
to Rear Admiral PI. H. Leir, 
maritime forces oommandor, 
as the uniformed armed 
guard and band came to a 
halt in front of a temporary 
council chamber set up in the 
park. 

It was the ceremony of the 
township conferring the free¬ 
dom of the municipality ujxm 
the Plsquimalt based Canadi¬ 
an Armed P'orces. 

.A pale sun tried in vain to 
break through a gray cKiud 
cover a.s Mayor Arthur Young 
told council: 

"In calling to order this 
special meeting of the munici¬ 
pal council in this unusual lo¬ 
cation for an extraordinary 
and significant pur|K>sp I 
know that you are I'ne with 
me in extending to Rear Ad¬ 
miral and Mrs, I^eir a very 
warm and hearty w'clconie." 

Tile mayor said it was the 
council's desire to recognize 
suitably the Canadian armed 
force.s based in Ksquimalt 
during flie bOth anniversary of 
the founding of the municipal¬ 
ity. 

The mayor emphasized that 
during twri world wars and 
the Korean conflict thousands 
of officcr-s and men of the 
Royal Canadian .\avy and Ca¬ 
nadian Arwiy "left the com¬ 
munity to fight for the free- 
fK>ni of mankind.

niind by long-time Ksquimalt 
residents. 

•Some were painful memo- , 
rie.s, brought by tlioughts of j 
the ill-fated destroyers PYaser I 


and Margaree, sunk early in 
the Second World War with 
great loss to many Ksquimalt 
families. 

Other ships brought readily 
to mind were the three tribal 
class destroyers Cayuga, Ath- 
abaskan. and Sioux who 
sailed from Ksquimalt Harbor 
in early summer of 1950 to be 
the first Canadian ships to 
fight in the Korean War. 

As the guard stood rigidly 
at attention with rifles bris¬ 
tling with bayonets, men of a 
bygone era who had serv ed in 
such ^ regiments as the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infanti'v and the Queens 
Own Rifles and many others 
were recalled by the elders 
who lined the park. 

Mrs. Violet Bryant, wife »)f 
formei* Aid. Bryant, and 
mother of former Ksquimalt 
mayor. Ray Bryant, has lived 
in E.squimalt since 1908. 

She discovered at the cere¬ 
mony an old school friend of 
hers, John Craig, 307 Orillia, 
who lived in Ksquimalt in 1912 | 
and they both attended Lamp- j 
son Street elementary school, j 

"I can remember when i 
there were cows running all . 
over the place," Mrs. Bryant 
grinned. "Now look at the 
place. It is really beautiful.” 

"Those were the days be¬ 
fore highrises. and town- 
houses were not in the dic¬ 
tionary.” one observer added.

Threads of Discontent 
Tangling UVic Faculty

There is an obvious and ex¬ 
panding feeling of discontent 
again among many faculty 
niemBere at the University of 
Victoria which finds its outlet 
m condemnation of the ad¬ 
ministration. -- 

Few faculty members 
seem <6 know exactly where 
the dissatisfaction stems from 
or against whom it should be 
directed. 

In recent history, the target 
wa.s former president Bruce 
Partridge, who at times 
seemed to occupy the position 
of a goaltender at a dart tour¬ 
nament. 

Last week, faculty associa¬ 
tion president John Greene 
talked about the possibility of 
faculty unionization and cri¬ 
ticized UVic president Hugh 
Farquhar for creating a com¬ 
munications gap. 

Some other faculty 
members feel the malaise 
arises from overly optimistic 
cxpcit.Ttions by younger fac¬ 
ulty members that once Par- 
iridge had gone, a magical 
and l>oneficial change in the 
university atnlo^phe^e vvuuld 
occur almost overnight. 

(hose I acuity membcr.s 
with a longer experience 
knew ih.il nothing would 
* flange with anything like the 
ilr.imatie suddenness their 
cnlleagues anticipated. 

But Ihe nub of Iho mailer 
appears to be a simple skele¬ 
tal is-siie clothed in complex 
overl.iys of ego. fear, ambi¬ 
tion ;in<l traditional conserva¬ 
tism. 

That issue is money, pure 
and simple. 

Financing Is the cause of 
the discontent that will chill 
the campus this winter. Stu- 
<lcnt poj.ulation is ilcclining. 
•So will the operating budget. 
A shift in students from one 
iliscipline to another will 
mean a shift in the limited fi¬ 
nances (iencrally sjiejiking. 
the money will go with the 
students.^ 

It is against this ba< k-

There is a strong feeling 
among sonic faculty members 
that the education faculty is 
not truly s<holarly and per¬ 
forms the function of recy¬ 
cling high Sc hool students into 
usable teachers. \ 

.\ few Irank facully 
membei-s will concede that 
this is a fonuimn belief; 
others choose to pretend this 
is not the case '»r refuse to 
discuss the issue.

There have been meetings 
where it has taken almost tv^'o 
hours to get the minutes of 
the last meeting approved, 
and wrangles involving sim¬ 
ple procedures can take as 
long or even longer. 

The Senate is made up of 
appointed and elected 
members, and there is an ob¬ 
vious split between those who 
regard it as an important part 
of the university machinery of 
progress, and those w’hb like 
to puff on their pifies and 
make fine points that would 
perhaps be more in place as 
footnotes to a dissertation on 
procedure. 

There were two excellent 
examples at the first meeting 
nf the current academic year 
last week. Both were sugges¬ 
tions for new programs. 

One .suggestion was the in¬ 
stitution of a professional 
cliild-cnrc program, and the 
other vva.s a graduate pr<>- 
gram in public administra¬ 
tion. 

Ho 111 suggestions were 
agreed upon in principle and 
scjinc progress \va.«i made, but 
more cynical laculty 
nil rr.hers l.’iughed the next 
day and sugge<tcd these were 
cinlv a couple more things 
scn.afp had agreed to in prin¬ 
ciple.

■ For two years in a row 
enrolment has declined and 
some departments are start¬ 
ing to run scared. Tenured^ 
faculty once were able to dis¬ 
miss this from their minds 
because under the present 
rules, they have jobs for life. 

It could be a whole new 
game very soon. The sacred 
subject of tenure is under re¬ 
view and the nevA* NDP educa¬ 
tion department is looking at 
it for the first time. 

Thus, there is a falling-off 
in student population, there is 
threat to the lifelong guaran¬ 
tee of a well-paying job, and 
there is Farquhar. 

Farquhar has said, repea¬ 
tedly, that the university will 
have to take a look at its 
priorities and act accordingly. 

It is apparent he is search¬ 
ing for courses and programs 
that will satisfy student needs 
and the demand of contem¬ 
porary young people for what 
they chose to describe as "re¬ 
levancy."

HAUTAX (OP) - DuvJd 
Lewis, leader of the New 
Democratic Party, accused 
Prime Minister Trudeau Sat¬ 
urday of helping Quebec sepa¬ 
ratists. 

Lewis said In a taped televi¬ 
sion interview that a state¬ 
ment by the prtme minister 
earlier this week in Montreal 
was a "boon to the separat¬ 
ists.” 

Trudeau had said that the 
federal government would not 
accept Quebec’s separation 
from the rest of Onada even 
if the separatist Parti Quebe- 
cois came to power in the 
Province. 

As long as Quebecers con¬ 
tinue to vote in federal elec¬ 
tions, they signify by their 
ballots that they wish to re¬ 
main in Canada, the prime 
minister argued. 

Lewis, who flew into Hali- 
fa.x Friday night after a day 
of campaigning in St. Jcdui's. 
Nfld., said Trudeau should not 
speak in a "threatening 
voice” about wbat could hap¬ 
pen if tlie Parti Quebecois 
took office in Quebec. 

Such tactics only help the 
separatists, he said. 

'Tt is a great mistake to j 
say things that make the sep¬ 
aratists appear more impor¬ 
tant than they are.” said the 
NDP leader, elaborating on 
the point at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

The NDP leader reiterated 
his party’s position that the 
best way to deal with separa¬ 
tism is to remove the "bitter¬ 
ness and frustration" felt by 
Canadians, not only in Quebec 
but in many parts of the 
country. The source of such 
feelings lay in social and eco¬ 
nomic factors. 

"There is almost as much 
separatism in British Colum¬ 
bia as there is in Quebec," 
said Lewis. 


HALIFAX (CP) — Prime 
MinisUr Trudeau, for the first 
time in his electicm campaign 
tour, answered charges Satur¬ 
day made by opposition lead¬ 
ers, particularly those about 
"corporate bums” by New 
Democrat David Lewis. 

Participating in an open- 
line radio show here, he told 
one listener that she had re¬ 
ceived "a bum e.xplanatk)n” 
on the taxes and interest paid 
by corporations. “ 

Speaking in the home riding 
of Conservative Leader Rob¬ 
ert Stanfield, he also acknowl¬ 
edged that mistakes had been 
made in regional incentive 
grants but at the same time 
defended the program as one 
that is bringing equality 
across Canada. '* 

He was answering a ques¬ 
tion from the host about 
charges by Stanfield that 
DREE grants are haphazard 
* and spotty. 

But he was asked by a lis¬ 
tener from Riverport, N.S., 
about charges by Lewis that 
the taxpayers are getting, in 
the listener’s words, "a l^m 
deal” because large corpora¬ 
tions are not paying interest 
rates and have taxes de¬ 
ferred. 

Trudeau said Lewis is using 
figures that dealt with a time 
before loopholes were plugged 
last year in the Taxation Act. 

He also said corporations or 
institutions create jobs and 
busing and pay dividends to 
equity shareholders. 

These shareholders in turn 
pay income tax. 

At the same time, corpora¬ 
tion tax* in Canada was slight¬ 
ly hi^er than that of the 


UAitod States and consider¬ 
ably higher than in Sweden, 
which was the NDP’s favorite 
country because it has a so¬ 
cialist government. 

He said the over-all effect 
on the eccmomy in general 
must be looked at. 

If a corporation uses all its 
money to pay shareholders, 
the government gets its 
money through personal In¬ 
come tax. 

If it uses its money to ex¬ 
pand, to explore and to create 
Jobe then it gets a tax break. 

As it reaps the benefit bf 
this expansion, it becomes eli¬ 
gible for taxation.

“ TARRYTOWN. N.Y. — The 
Hudson River Valley is one of 
those regions New Yorkers 
like to keep for themselves. 
They’ll share the Empire 
State Building or the Metro¬ 
politan Museum with tourists 
from all over die world, but 
they like to think of the sleepy 
valley byways as a private 
preserve. 

Within a short span on the 
Hudson's east bank sit three 
important properties in Amer¬ 
ican history — returned to 
their greatest moments.

lands well-populated with 
trees and flowers are Sun-< 
nyside in Tarrytown, Philips- 
burg Manor in North Tarry¬ 
town and Van Cortlandt 
Manor in Croton-on^udson. 

These sites span three cen¬ 
turies of low Huds<Mi Valley 
history. Sunnyside is the 
home of author Washington 
Irving and appears as when 
he lived there: the mid-1800s. 

Philipsburg Manor repre¬ 
sents an important gristmill¬ 
trading centre complex in the 
early 1700s. Van Oortlandt 
was the hub of a Revolu¬ 
tionary War manorial estate. 
86,000 acres in size, and is 
now restored to its era. 


Washington Irving, creator 
of "Rip Van Winkle” and 
‘"nie L^end of Sleepy Hol- 
in transforming a 17th Centu¬ 
ry cottage into his singularly 
low,’* employed much whimsy 
designed Sunnyside with its 
crowsteps. weatttervanes and 
Moorish-pagoda tower. This 
he did soon after purchasing 


his 20-acre retreat, hard by 
the Hudson, which became 
renowned in Europe as well 
as in America. 

The author Is believed re¬ 
sponsible for planting the 
magnificent wisteria vine that 
now spreads completely about 
Sunnyside’s front. When in 
bloom its lavender flowers be¬ 


come a soft cloud whose 
sweet aroma is carried far 
about raver breezes. 

Ivy covers most of Sun- 
nysi^'s east walls. The ivy 
is descendant from slips taken 
from Scotland’s Melrose Ab¬ 
bey. made famous by Sir 
Walter Scott’s writings. 

Irving received the ivy slips 


in the late 1840$ from a friend 
of Scott's. Earlier that centu-^ 
ry Irving had visited Scott, 
udK) encouraged Irving to con¬ 
tinue to write. The encourage- 
m«it helped Irving develop 
into a world-renowned author.

Some 
visitors end. yes. even some 
Viennese, like their bathing 
arrompanied by noise, dre.S'^* 
ing rooms and refreshment 
stands. And that’s w'hy the 
'iiv alhers iuilt the Ganse- 
hnufel. 

The Gansehaufel (pro- 
nounceti gain-zuh-how-ful, ac¬ 
centing the third syllable) is a 
so-.Viethinp-for-everyone swim¬ 
ming park, as popular with 
Vienna’s jet set as it with the 
madding crowd. And it's a 
particular favorite antong the 
fleshy. 

R'dund visitors reluctant to 
strip for the beach at home 
will feel much more comfort¬ 
able doing so at the Ganse¬ 
haufel (literally, "gaggle of 
geese"). For they will bo sur¬ 
rounded by Vietnnese -in 
whom the tortes have taken 
their toll. 

The park is on one of the 
loveliest bends in the Danube, 
where the river is bounded by 
two broad bands of fine tan 
sand. There’s a swimming 
pool, too. larger than Olympic 
size and featuring a wave¬ 
making machine which is 
switched on for five minutes 
cver>’ hour. 


Sea rushes in but with gentle consideration, at this 
brand new white sand beach literally carved from 
waterfront near downtown Willemstad, capital of 
the Netherlands Antilles.

Bulls were used In Roman 
gladiaUu* combats and were 
htler hunted on the Iberian 
Peninsula from horseback by 
the Moors and by the Chris* 
tian knights in a ritualistic 
spectacle that took its present 
form about the time of the 
American Revolution. 

It was from these roots that 
the bullfight sprang, surviving 
as the only public spectacle in 
which man and wild beast ac> 
tually confront each other in 
mortal combat.

Matador Usually Risks His Life 
To Uphold Bullfight Traditions 


bravely and with skiR, ac¬ 
cording to the rules of bull¬ 
fighting. And in so doing he 
should prepare the animal for 
death in an artistic yet dcrniin- 
ating manner while risking 
^his own life. 


During the first part of the 
fight, the bull is given testing 
cape passes by the matador's 
assistants. TTien the bull is 
caped by matador,- who 
will often end this firat part of 
the fight with a pass called 
the "media veronica'* in 
whidi the yellow and magen¬ 
ta cape swirls around the 
matactor's waist. 

The caping is followed by 
the picing — pronounced pick¬ 
ing — by the picador, a man 
on horseback with a lance. 

For foreigners, picing is the 


most unpopluar part of the 
corrida — bullfight — but it 
has as its purpose slowing 
down a half-ton of fighting an¬ 
imal to make the bull more 
pliable for^the matador's ar¬ 
tistic work. 

The picador’s horse is pro¬ 
tected by quilted pads and 
although horses may oc- 
casiMially be knocked down, 
they are seldom hurt. Far 
more horses are killed in 
jump racing than in the plaza 
de toros. _ 

'Ihe lance has a cross bar 
that prevents it from, going 
into the bull’s shoulder mus¬ 
cle too far. If the bull pushes 
back.against the lance and 
still attempts to bowl over the 
horse, it is said to be a brave 
bull. 


But Diego Puerta, who both 
raises and fights bulls, says 
there is no sure way to know • 
if the bull will perform well 
until he.and the matador face 
each other. 

Once the bull has been 
piced, the matador’s assis¬ 
tants will place three pairs of 
decorated banderillas — 
pointed sticks — high up chi 
the shoulders of the cha^ng 
bull, trying to avoid being 
caught by the horns. 

The techincal yardstick by 
which the merit of cape and 
muleta — red cloth — are 
judge by aficionados has 
three important measuring 
points: Parar, templar and 
mandar. 

If the matador is brave you 
will notice that he stands per¬ 


fectly still as the bull 
thunders past him — this is 
called parar.

Templar consists in moving 
the muleta slowly and smooth¬ 
ly a few inches in front of the 
charging bull's hom. Done 
properly, this ^ives a feeling 
of toauty and drama to every 
pass. 


Mandar means to move the 
cloth in such a way that the 
animal, lunging after the lure, 
is sent as far as possible past 
the man, which gives the mat¬ 
ador time to position himself 
for the next charge. 

To accomplish die kiB, the 
man must have conditioned 
the buU to follow the cloth. 
Then be "squares" the bull so 
that its fi^t feet are to¬ 
gether, offering a maximum 
opening between the bull’s 
shoulder blades between 
which the sword must enter in 
order to kill the animal in¬ 
stantly.

And 
she sees friends who call at 
the mansion in western Paris 
where the lovers lived in self¬ 
exile.

Fashion Cues Come in Braille 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Fe¬ 
males with little fashion sense 
often look as though they put 
themselves together in the 
dark. 

But what about young ladies 
who must dress in the dark 
forever on account of 
blindness? It turns out they 
can look much more chic than 
sighted friends who rate a 
fashion dunce cap. 

The magic dressing touch 
for the blind comes via a 
handbook of basic fashion 
hints. It was prepared by 
Fashion Institute of Techno¬ 
logy (FIT) students and 
brailled a( The Lighthouse in 
New York. The Lighthouse, 
the New York Association for 
the Blind, serves blind per¬ 
sons of all ages. 


The booklet was introduced 
at an unusual fashion show 
staged at The Lighthouse by 
FIT students. There were no 
models — just those wooden 
and wire torso figures depart¬ 
ment . stores use to display 
clothing. 

At this fashion show, the au¬ 
dience nioved — as a blind 
audience would need to if it 
wanted to "see" the clothes 
via the usual “see" method, 
touching all the paiis. 

Live models, even if they 
stood still, couldn’t tolerate 
all the touching of the clothes 
on' display at the show. For 
the most part, the clothing 
was quite basic — blazers, 
skirts, sweaters.

These included 
corduroy, fake fur, linen and 
other fabrics. 

The Lighthouse said such 
swatches -efe not available fur 
others. Any sighted person 
who might want to help can 
prepare a ■ similar collection 
for a blind woman. 

My Fashion Handbook - as 
the brailled clothes primer is 
titled — starts out with a 
color section. 

“Light colors: white, yel¬ 
low, orange, pink and red. 
They make you look larger. 
Dark colors: purple, navy 
blue, brown, black and dark 
grey. They make you look 
smaller." 

Other tips, which also can 
help a sighted person dress 
better, range from kinds of 
skirts to necklines, pants, 
jackets and fashion do's and 
don’ts for short girls, tall 
girls, tall and heavy girls, 
short and heavy. 

There is a section on what 
to wear for what occasions. 
To concerts: Rock festival — 
jeans, smock tops, sweat¬ 
shirts; to the opera—dresses, 
semi-formal, long skirts. To 
work: pant suits, dresses, 
skirts and tops. “If you are 
going out after work all you 
have to do is add a scarf and 
jewelry and you are ready.’’

Similar to Broadcasting 

Content Quota Urged 
To Spur Film Making 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
federal government should 
consider a “Canadian con¬ 
tent” ruling for films similar 
to that imposed on the broad¬ 
casting industry, the Commit¬ 
tee for an Independent Cana¬ 
da was told Friday by its re¬ 
search and policy group. 

"If Canadian films are to 
become a reality to the Cana¬ 
dian audience, it is essential 
that they gain entry to this 
mainstream of commercial 
distribution. The cmly way to 
ensure that they do is to insti¬ 
tute a content quota.” 

The group said, in a paper 
for consideration during a 
series of policy workshops, 
that the film industry in Can¬ 
ada is controlled by two large 
foreign firms — Famous 
Players Ltd. of the United 
States and Odeon Theatres 
Ltd. of Britain. 

In 1969, the latest year for 
which figures are available, 
there wer 1.428 commercial 
cinemas in (Canada; 90 mil¬ 
lion admissions were paid for 
a total of 5118 million. Only 10 
of the 669 films shown were 
Canadian. 

Famous Players and Odeon, 
the CIC was told, are “loathe 
to accomm<Ddate the increas¬ 
ing numbers of Canadian 
films in their theatres be¬ 
cause they persist in treating 
these films as a pestilence 
while showing inferior import¬ 
ed films.” 

Apathetic Canadian audi¬ 
ences aren’t much help. 

“Canadian audiences have 
operated too long on the tacit 
assumption that ‘good’ and 
‘Canadian’ were mutually ex¬ 
clusive ... but the change 
has begun and they appear to 
be overcoming their psycholo¬ 


gical distate lor their own art 
and artists. 

“If the Canadian film in¬ 
dustry is to become economi¬ 
cally viable, artistically re¬ 
spected and an agent of our 
cultural autonomy, changes 
both philosophical and prac¬ 
tical must be made in the 
poDcics over its growth.” 

As well as the Canadian 
content proposal, the policy 
group recommended expan¬ 
sion of the Canadian Film 
Development Corp. or es¬ 
tablishment of a new agency.

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MOULDY STRAWBERRIES 
Saanichton) 

There arc two fairly common funguit 
infections that attack strawberries here¬ 
abouts. fruit rot and mildew, and your 
moiridy berries this summer were prob¬ 
ably infected with one or both of these. 

l^nfortunately, no one chemical will 
control both of these diseases. Captan 
fungicide does a grand job of prevent¬ 
ing Trtnt rot but is useless against mil¬ 
dew. Sulphur is a specific against mil¬ 
dew but ineffective against fruit rot. 
Your best bet is to combine these, two 
tablespoonfuLs captan plus four table¬ 
spoonfuls wettable sulphur per gallon of 
slightly soapy water. Spray thoroughly 
when the first blossoms open, again 
when the plants are In full bloom, and a 
third time when the first berries are 
beginning to form.

that does the fertilizing.--- 


This fertilizing or pplUnalion. howev¬ 
er. is not necessary for the development 
of the fruit, only for the production of 
viable .seeds. Itiis .is-'fortunate for u.s. 
for we don’t have the right kind of wasp 
in this country to pe netr ate and polli¬ 
nate the blossoms inside the fig. This 
means we can produce ripe and tasty 
fruit from our local fig trees, but never 
any good seeds.

SQUAW CORN (J.L.. Happy Valley) 

If y ou wa nt to try eating your squaw 
com. pick it in the ’‘milk” stage; that 
is, when the juice from a kernel is 
milky rather than watery or floury. I’m 
afraid, though, that you’ll find this vari¬ 
ety pretty tough compared with the 
table kinds; it was grown by the In¬ 
dians for pounding and grinding into 
corn meal. 

Nowadays squaw corn is grown 
purely for its ornamental, variegated 
ears with kernels in purple, mauve, 
red, yellow, cream and black, very nice 
for Thanksgiving and Harvest Home 
displays and arrangements. The ears 
are often combined with dried gourds 
for such displays.

TOADSTOOLS IN THE LAWN JE.G.. 
Victoria) 

Fungi develop in the lawn as a rosult 
of an overabundahee of rotting organic 
material in the soil. This could be due 
to a build-up of momngs allowed to 
remain on the lawn, or possibly to the 
rotting roots of some long-dead tree 
deep under the sod. 

First, rake up the toadstools, but In 
such a manner that they are not 
dragged over the clean portions of the 
lawn to infect them with their scattered 
spores. Then punch holes in the sod of 
the infested parts, using an aerating 
fork, a digging fork, or even a crowbar 
or a sharpened broomstick. Finally, 
drench the sod deeply with a good turf 
fungicide such as Merfusan, Panogen. 
Puracide, Mersil or Dyrene, diluted ac¬ 
cording to the directions on the label. 

This should stop the toadstools com¬ 
ing temporarily, but until the rotting 
wood or other material is completely 
decomposed, the fungi will probably re¬ 
turn next year and will reqtiire another 
treatment.

It was Nootka Sound, the year 1791 and the red-faced, sharp-featured Scottish 
surgeon-naturalist squinted up at the great green giant with its heavy, crooked 
limbs and irregular'top. The lower lim^ had dropped off and left a long clear 
trunk of deeply ridged reddish brown. He picked a branch of needles and they 
were sharp and about one inch long. Archibald Menzies was looking at the larg¬ 
est species of tree found in Canada, the mighty Douglas Fir, Pseudotsuga menziesii.

MENZIES OF THE FIRS

Sitting on a mossy log, Archi¬ 
bald Menzies carefully wrote in his 
journal a description of the great 
tree. He then got two husky sailors 
to hoist him up and he cut twigs 
with both needles and cones as 
specimens.

Tlie description and illustrations were first 
published In Lambert’s great work on the Pines 
in!1796 anrt it was called Finns taxifoUa or Nootka 
fir. Lambej't “was unable to give a description or

, Anolhe^ ^Scottish botanist. David Douglas vi¬

E d eventually supplied Lambert with specimens 
aring conos and this allowed a complete de- 
ription artd plates for a later edition of his book. 

’ Joseph ..Sabine, the secretary of the Horticul¬ 
tural .Society of L/mdon suggested the name Pinus 
Douglasii or Douglas fir. Not only was the tree 
not a pine, but;it wasn't Douglas's fir it was Men¬ 
zies’ fir. ^ 

Through the years the great tree has been 
called a pine, a fir, a false fir and it has been 
n.imed for DougLts. Vancouver and Menaes. Re¬ 
cently the scientific name has changed from 
Psoudotsugar taxifolia to Pseudotsuga menziessi ' 
in lionor of .Archibald Menzres. ' 

The Menzies of CuldareSIf Mcggemie, Glenlyon , 
and Sti.x wore a green tartan and a mountain 
ash for a badge. In their coat of arms, under the 
Lion, beneath the helmet and shield, Fortem Fors 
Juvat — Fortune .Assisi.s the Brave. 

•Archibald Menzies was bom in a small vil¬ 
lage. Stix near Aberfeldy. Perthshire. Scotland; 
he attended Weem Parish .School and from there 
went to work at Castle Menzies. An old pho¬ 
tograph shovys the castle with big stones and ivy- 
wrapped tiurets at the foot of v^ooded hills with 
sheep roaming its great lawns. It was in its great 
• gardens that Menzies and his four brothers re¬ 
ceived their first liotany lessons: they were all to 
become botanists and gardeners.

telligent. but above all a gentleman. He had been 
with Captain Cook on his mighty voyage of dis¬ 
covery and he was now president of the Royal So¬ 
ciety and a baron to boot. His authority w-as for¬ 
midable and he used it ; 

When Menzies returned to England in August, 
1786, he sent Banks ”a small box of Acadian 
plants” and a request for support in securing an 
appointment to James Colnett’s trading expedi¬ 
tion to the coast of British Columbia. 

Two ships, the Prince of Wales ^d the sloop 
Princess Royal, left London in September, 1786, 
ahd arrived in the northwest in July, 1787,' with 
young Archibald as surgeon-botanist. Little is 
know of Menzies’ first voyage, but one thing he 
did was honor his illustrious patron, the naming 
of Banks Island is proof of that 

Returning first to China, Menzies with a load 
of tea and two young Hawaiians as fellow’ passen- 
'gers, then set sail for England, arriving home in 
July, 1789. 

A warm reception awaited the explorer-na¬ 
turalist. for he was the first of w hat was to be a 
series of British bcitanists to reach the Pacific 
Coast of North America. It had been a most 
succe.ssful trip. .A small treasure in new plants 
had been sent home and the ship’s crew had been 
brought back with the loss of but one man. It was 
a satisfied young man that spent the next few 
years arranging and distributing the valuable 
plant collection. 

The now-experienced voyager was appointed 
in 1790 to a new voyage around the world. Cap¬ 
tain Henry Roberts was to take two ships to the 
northwest and receive the territorial rights frocn 
The Spanish at Nootka Sound and explore the 
coast 

Menzies would investigate the natural histca^ 
of all countries visited. Roberts was replaced by 
a young captlan called Vancouver who set sail in 
the sloop of war Discovery’ and accompanied by 
the armed tender Chatham sailed around Africa, 
passing the Cape of Good Hope on July 9, 1791. 

Both ships were safely anchored at Tahiti by 
December and on April 17, 1792, almost exactly a 
year since departing, the coast of California was 
sighted. With the help of gusty winds Cape Flat¬ 
tery was reached at noon April 29. 1792. 

Here would begin perhaps the most ardous 
survey that any ships had ever attempted. For 
three long and lonely years their small craft 
would chart every’ bay and -every inlet along the 
coast. 

Menzies noted jsoil types, potential settlement 
are<i 5 . larable lands, metals and minerals. All 
animals of commercial value were recorded and 
the manners, customs, language, religion and 
manufactured goods of the. natives were ob¬ 
served. Tree.s, shrubs, plants, grasses, ferns and 
mosses were listed;by their scientific names and 
Indian names, al.soi specimens were dried, seeds 
collected and special plants wore kei>t alive in a 
glas* fram<' on lioafd ship. All of the above infor¬ 
mation would be kojt in a detailed journal. 

' ^lonzies. at . 16,10110 of tho older crew mem- 
l>ers. had a genial nattire and was always will¬ 
ing to .share the difficulties of the exi>edition. 
(lUuHlles that made him poptilar with the men 
..’ind respected by fclIow’ officers. He wanted to 
duMover as much as possible in the limited time 
allowed him and n<ithing escaped^his naturalist’s 
eye. Heading his iournal one would think he was 
the captain or the navigator of ho journey, so de¬ 
tailed \v»>re Iiis entries. 


In the morning he would thoughtfully exam¬ 
ine his collection of plants and cuttings from the 
previous day’s outing; making notes on tius one, 
pressing between heavy books that one, caring 
for each like a young child. 

Certain curious and valuable plants, dug up 
and wrapped in rough canvas were piled beside 
fresh cuttings on the quarterdeck. He would in¬ 
spect each in turn, selecting only the most pre¬ 
cious to place in the glass frame. In this way he 
is credited with having collected well over 300 
plants from the northwest coast of America. 

At Port Discovery in Washington he first saw 
the arbutus (Arbutus menziesii) and quaintly 
called it the Oriental Strawberry Tree. It is the 
only native broadleaf evergreen found in Canada. 

He discovered the Rusty Menziesia (Men- 
ziesia feruginea) on Hanson Island. It is a shrub 
of the moist mountain slopes. The beautiful dark 
blue or purple Larkspur (Delphinium menziesii), 
w’ith its long spur and Menzies Penstemon (Pen- 
stemon menziesii), a shrubby plant with purple 
flowers both bear his name. Menzies Pipsissewa 
(Chimphila menzies) is found in ccwl forests and 
has attractive leathery leaves and white or pinky 
flowers. (Thimaphila means winter-loving because 
of its evergreen leaves. 

Menzies made several collections of mosses 
between 1891 and 3795, some certainly from souths 
cm Vancouver Island. 

Three plants named*f ir Ncxitka were all first 
described by Menzies. ^They include the lovely 
wild rose (Rosa nutkana) and the Thimbleberry 
(Rubus nutkanus) with its large maple-like 
leaves, but the most imposing is the yellow cedar 
(Chamaecyparis nootkatensis) first found along 
Burke Channel. Some of these monsters may be 
the oldest trees in Canada, more than LOCK) years 
old. 

Menzies carefully noted the use of certain 
plants by the Indians and at Ncxitka he curiously 
stared at Indian women carefully digging up a 
green meadow with short knobby sticks in search 
of “small creeping roots about the size of a [lack 
thread.” It was a species of wild clover (Trifev 
lium fimbriatum) that was mixed with a thick oil 
and eaten raw like a salad. 

In the Queen Charlottes he discovered the In¬ 
dians cultivating “a jilant that appeared to be a 
species of tobacc-i,” which they mixed with a 
limey subtance and chewed \ igorously green or 
smoked deeply in small wcxxlcn pij»es. It is proba¬ 
ble that the tobacco plants had originally come 
from the Rocky Mountains, as it has never been 
found in a wild statewest of the Cascades. 

The British sailors were not t . be outdone. At 
Simoon Sound on Gilford I.‘-Iand with curious In¬ 
dians watching, a jiarty cre< ted brewing utensils 
on the shore and much to their digust could find 
no si)ruce for the spriae beer, but Menzies 
suggested hemlock (Tsuga hctcrophylla) whi(h 
they substituted and made a very soluhrias and 
palatable beer.

But if I have not reached my 
goal, yet, I have found fascinating 
descriptions of other places.

“I wish there were words redolent of perfume 
to tell the scents of this very English garden, 
seemingly transplanted from Somerset or Sussex, 
when file loosening evening breeze, faintly salt, 
comes through the trees. * 

“If any weary denizen Winnipeg wishes to 
escape the heat, or fiie cold, let him come to 
Avontuur. 

“Wifiiin doors, there is much to interest the 


guest, such as an old library with first editions, 
even to Salvini’s Bible, and portraits of ancestors 
looking wistfully, sweetly, or haughtily from out 
of the past 

“There is a wonderful hunting scene done in 
tapestry, worked by an ancestor in France, for 
the place is owned by an old French family, 
I^neveu. , 

“Among the guests are English people 
belonging to the navy or army, who, after service 
in India, Africa, or other far-distant places in file 
majestic Empire upon which file sun never sets, 
have drifted this way to make Vancouver Island 
their home, and still feet that perhaps they are 
home (meaning England.) 

“And a very gentle people they are, witti a 
fund of colorful reminiscences; one of fiiem is an 
old sportsman, a retired surgeon, who loves to 
hark back to fish and game in India and the other 
outposts of Empire, of which Victoria is definitely 
a part.” 

There’s now a government parking lot where 
Avontuur once sheltered a picturesque array of 
humans. 

Flip, flip, swish, go the old pages of 'Hie C<^o- 
nUt. as I search tor Craigdarroch. 

Now I stop to read about one of the sights of 
old Victoria, a Chinese funeral: 

“All fiiat was mortal of Yee Yik, a wealthy 
(Chinese cannery contractor, was laid to rest ac¬ 
cording to the quaint ritual of fiie (Chinese Mason¬ 
ic Order. 

“The funeral ceremonies were of the most 
inspiring nature, and, because of their peculiar 
character, ptro\'^ of much interest to ttexmgs of 
citizens who lined the route of the procession. 

“A plaform had been laid on Flsgard 
Street, in front of the Masonic Temple, and a 
canopy erected to shelter the casket 

“Tables were placed on the platform^ and 
loaded down with edibles for fite deceased to take 
with him on his journey to the other world. 

“Three porkers, roasted whrfe, bc^ed chick¬ 
ens. and oti^r tempting morsels were placed 
on the tables, and exposed to the gaze of curi¬ 
ous thousands. 

“An altar was placed sesne vards away, and 
lighted candles spluttered througnout the sennbre 
but festive scene. / 

“(^ngs were sounded repeatedly until the ar¬ 
rival of the hearse with the casket, when the 5th 
Regiment Band struck up the De^ March. 

“A band of weeping, wailtog women took up 
their station alongside the bier, and punctuated 
the intcHiings of the priests with mournful lamen¬ 
tations. 

“The mourners were attended by accolytes 
with receptacles for the copious tears. 

“The women had fiieir heeds boind up in 
wlute, and their features concealed by lohg, 
droojnng veils.

“The banner-bearers preceded the loog 
proceiskxi to fiie cemetery, followed by a gor¬ 
geously attired marshal on borseteck. 

' “At the seaside cemetery, there was much 
cooking food; in due course the bones will be 
dug up and shipped back to China.” 

Flip. flip, flip go the newspaper pages, but no 
mention of Craigdarroch. 

Now I pause to read this: “J. Rupert Fhster, 
owner and manager the Western Hotel at 
Marysville, California, is In the city. 

“Mr. Foster is a Canadian citizen by birth, 
hailing from Halifax, and is a son-in-law of Sir 
Charles Tupper. 

“For the past 20 years he has been living in 
t^ United States. 

“With all his pride in the city of his adoption 
in California, Mr. Fhster is very enthusiastic 
about the future of Victoria. 

“He says: *As Victoria becomes more and 
more known, a greater number of people are 
coming here every summer. 

“ *We consider the climate of Victoria superi¬ 
or to anything w have in southern California. 

“ 'We think that here yoU have the Medit- 
teranean and the Adriatic combined, and fiiat 
Victoria is destined to become the Venice of ' 
North America.* ** 

Well now — does anyone hereabouts consider 
that Victoria is a Venice? 

It sounds nice, but I do not think.it is so. 

Oaigdarroch — I am sure I’ll stumble on a 
description in the next page or so. 

No, through there’s much else to arrest the 
I attention. 

One of Victoria’s finest downtown buildings is 
now owned by the Provincial (fovemmmt, and 
it’s called, appropriately, the Dogwood. 

Years ago, in a restoration, however, some 
architects, with no imagination or appreciatMxi of 
history, ripped out all the fine plate and beveled 
glass. 

t I remember, as a child, being f^cinated by 
the blue and rose tints that gleamed m those win¬ 
dows when the sun was upon them. 

This building is at the comer Of Fort and 
Wharf, looking out over the Inner Harbor, and the 
view will be ruined c«ie of these fine days when a 
new building goes up. 

Ike CWoalst referred to this bulking in 1907:

years by the looks of the adjacent 
midden. Might mean .something to 
artifact hunters. We often see in¬ 
dications of these ancient kitchen 
middens but never dig int) them. It 
fe not our thing. 

Last year we came across a pe¬ 
culiar natural phenomenon not far 
from the campground. This return 
outing gave us a chance to find out 
if the prenomcnon is still in exis¬ 
tence.' It is. 

The facts are: a stretch of ui)per 
beach, about 100 yards long is af¬ 
flicted with the murmuring gurgles. 
It is a serious case. Bubbling and 
gurgling are persistent and continu¬ 
ous while the tide is in. 

The situation is: when inc-ming 
tidal waters flood the higher [)arts of 
this shoreline air or gas trapped in 
underground cavities escai)es ui>- 
w ard through the beach stones and 
cobbles. 

The IcKation is: the iirovincial 
campground at Rebecca Si>it on 
Quadra Island. C.o to the parking 
space at the south end of the camj)- 
ground on the outer edge of the 
spit. Walk out onto the cobbles. Ix)ok 


south. Less than a quarter mile 
away, close to the shore, you will 
see a large dead tree or snag stand¬ 
ing well above the surrounding 
trees. It is the only one there, you 
can't miss it. Proceed down the 
beach until y ^u are about opi>osite 
the snag. A short way past this 
marker tree the shore curves 
around into a bay. The beach be¬ 
tween the snag and where it begins 
to curve is ai*piT>\imately the bubble 
area. 

When we vv eix* there the bubblings 
began as high tide fl(X)ded in 
through the stranded drift logs. You 
can wander around on logs and ob¬ 
serve the activity going on under¬ 
foot. By w earing rul^ber bo >ts or 
waders you can walk among the 
gurgles. High tide came after dusk, 
we didn’t stay very long at any one 
time. We did go back out after the 
tide had been in for a couple of 
hours. The gurglings were still 
operating at full power. Next day 
close examiniation of the afflicted 
beach at low tide showed no sign of 
holes or anything to ac count for the 
gaseous emission. It is a mystery to 
us. 

This bubbling action is much more 
energetic than similar but weaker 
bubblings to be seen as rising tides 
cover mud flats. In the latter case 
each clam and beach-worm hole 
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MARKEn SNAG nt^ntioned in the text is clearly seen here. 


gives off its meagre supply of air in 
the f'«rm of a short lived string of 
bubbles. 

Not so with these holes. They 
bubbled continually for hours, prob¬ 
ably as long as water covered them. 

We have never before encoun¬ 
tered anything like this on the manv 
miles of beaches we have enioyed. 
The emission area mav be un»pue. 
worthy of careful study by comf»e- 
tent authorities. It mi"ht c’ en be¬ 
come kn 'UTi as an attraction for vis¬ 
itors. 

The babblings -are nuite noticea¬ 
ble. Some sort lof s»'lrsh, o*hers 
T'lup-plop or tinkle, but most seem to 
be content to gurelp end wh-s’^er. A 
calm evening is the best time to 
investigate the gurgles. When nil is 
nuiet you will be ama/ed at the 
sounds as you enter thg er^nnnt*oTi 
7one. In the gathering dusk the eerie 
T’hantom whisr’orinps ^i'-e no nn 

tineasy feeling. Wliat is going on? 
No one really knows, we enn only 
guess.

Slowly driving out around the end of 
the harbor we stopped to look back 
at Rebecca Spit. Such a lovely 
[dace, we will return. And now since 
we’ve parked beside the waterfront 
we might as x^ell take a close lojk 
at the teach along here. The road is 
about ^0 feet above the shore, no 
Steps or paths in sight, a bit awk¬ 
ward but it is possible to get to the 
beach. We scambled down the bank. 

No wave action on this protected 
beach to scrub the stones clean. The 
only water m wement is a gentle 
rise and fall at each tide change. 
Anything that floats into such a 
place becomes water-logged and 
stays there. Well, ^might .iust poke 
around for a hundred yards, then 
back to the rig and on our way. 

^^■Tlat makes a rockhound do 
these things? Explore a smelly, 
backwater teach. Came to our 
senses and turned about. And there 
it lav. A teredo-bored 1 'g some eight 
or nine ftet long and 18 inches 
through the butt end.

Slowly examined it. Ariparcntly the 
log had been where for two or three 
years. It xvas dripping wet in spite 
of being fullv exuoc^d on the drx'ing 
gravels as the tide receded.

rouM fashion them. 


Now for 

to pack up to the road, t x) precious 
to leave behind. We compromised. A 
four-foot crosscut saw is always 
stovsed in the truck for emergencies. 

We used it. 

The log was cut into three sec¬ 
tions. The tai>ering smaller end. 
nearly four feet long, was carried to 
the truck. Swathed in sacks and old 
blankets it was lashed along the 
front bumper. The butt end was cut 
again to make a three-foot section 
and a piece not quite two feet long. 

Both 'were wrapped and fastened 
on our patio. You never heard of a 
truck with, a patio? Ours is a three- 
by-six foot sheet of ?4-inch plywood 
bolted to the tail gate. It is easily 
taken off and put inside the camper 
when boarding a ferry. This time we 
left the patio in place. Ev’eryone 
ogled our outfit. Mysterious bundles 
fore and aft. Let them look,, let them 
wonder, we’re happy. 

The teredo log pieces travelled 
very well. They never shifted posi¬ 
tion. , evcr>1hing arrived in good 
shape. At home the log sectkms 
were repeatedly hosed* to wash out 
as much dirt as iK>ssible. Then left 
in fup sun to dry and bleach. 

Teredo-bored wood* is finding 
favor when sawTi into boards and 
used as interior fini^. It imparts an 
outdoor, rugged touch to any ro^m; 
appropriate in a man’s den. You can 
see this for yourself in Woodward's 
Store, Victoria. A comer of their 
men’s furnishings deiiartment is 
done in teredo wood. 

There was an uncx|>ected rut- 
come to the bringing home of large 
pieces of teredo wood. For the first 
week the log product an abundance 
of wildlife. Numerous bewHdered 
sand bopi>ers and several dozen 
small crabs emerged from their hid¬ 
ing places. 

During the second week a few de¬ 
termined crabs were still coming 
out to wander ab ^ut on the concrete \ 
walkway behind our house. We 
picked them up and r>laced them in 
damp shrubbery, a temporary re- 


e\'e. These crabs were only 
ts-inch across the shell, small enough 
to creep into the teredo tunnels. 
Many crabs, perished on the warm , 
concrete before we could rescue 
them. These were salvaged, to be 
set aside as specimens or for use in 
miniature teaches. 

At the end of the thirds w*eek a 
comparatelj' large ersB. a;-inch 
size, decided to c<me oot and lok 
over the siUiation. He also went into 
the Rubbery*. Must peep in there 
soon to find out what happened to all 
those .creatures. 

Hoxv can sea animals sun'i'^e for 
so long away from salt water? Liv¬ 
ing hxo weeks or more withopt 
proper / od or water indicates that 
small shore crabs would make ex¬ 
cellent marine aouarium me’''hers. 
They should readily adapt to 
aquarium life. 

This might be of particular inter¬ 
est to visitors from the Prairies. A 
high school student, concerned with 
zoology, could take home a cc^ec- 
tion of live crabs. 

Packed in l ose, wet seex'^eed 
they would .iourney comfortably. 
And have good pro6^x><'*s of living 
for quite a while. .Instructi<gis on 
how to build and care for a marine 
oaquarium can be -had from most 
libraries. It is a nrartinal nro’e^'t. 
worth tr>'ing. All that is required to 
make it a sucress is a resoin'e r'rl- 
ogv student who is as hardy as -the 
crabs he collects. 

On this short outing we beean as 
ro''^*honnds, then went lo<»"’ng and 
ended as crob. catchers. W*hat will 
hanpen on our next venhire’ We 
ne\er anticipate. Just start out and 
trike it as it comes. Mevte tb'it »s 
why we like teachcomine. Always 
romethin" new to inx'es*i"nte. some¬ 
thing odd'td wonder at and st^rn"- 
ers waiting to be xotir friends. Wo

Royal Roads Disaster 



First of Two Parts

In less than 70 words — four 
short sentences—the Royal Roads 
plaque manages to convey the ori¬ 
gin of the roadstead's present title, 
that of the Spanish one that pre- ^ 
ceded it and the basic facts about I 
the shocking day when four ships 
drove ashore at Royal Roads . . . 
THAT DAY OF STORM AND 
DESTRUCTION, APRIL 14, 1883, 
Four short sentences, yet in¬ 
quire into any one of them and a 
wealth of fascinating facts reveal ' 
themselves. 

Take even the ^hort concluding'“Erected by 
the Thermopylae Club of Victoria." 

Ask: “Why the Thermopylae Club?" and find 
that when this club was founded in 1932, 40 years 
ago, many of its members were master mariners. 
Though by then retired after 50 or more ye?irs 
afloat, in 1883 they had been active young officers 
or apprentices sharing on other oceans the haz¬ 
ards faced by the ships that carried the burden of 
the commerce of the world in the days before the 
power of steam almost eliminated the possibili¬ 
ties of a disaster, such as that which is commem¬ 
orated on the Lagoon plaque. 

Find too that Thermopylae herself, rival of 
the Cutty Sark and only full-rigged ship ever to 
be registered, in Victoria, spent the first hours 
after her arrival here §t anchor in Royed Roads. 

For it was near midnight — and no hour to be 
going into the^Harbor—on June 24, 1891, that this 
famed tea clipper reached the end of her long six- 
month voyage via Singapore from Britain. 

But this is starting at the last of the plaque^s r 
four sentences. What of its first? 

It too concerns a June day, a day more than 
100 years before Thermopylae’s anchor slid 
thankfully into the waters of Royal Bay. It was in 
June, 1790, that the first European anchor hooked 
itself into the seabed off Metchosin and it be¬ 
longed to the Princessa Real (before capture by 
the Spaniards, the British Princess Royal) then, 
under Lieutenant Don Meuiuel Quimper, exploring 
the north side of Juan de Fuca Strait 

By June 28 he had rounded the point now 
marked on charts as William Head and named 
the bay beyond Roda de Solano (today’s Parry 
Bay) — a name so suggestive of sunshine that I 
was disappointed to find that Solano was instead 
the name of a secretary* in the Spanish govern¬ 
ment 

Two days later, at mid-aftemoon on June 30, 
Lieut Quimper, a "pilot" and others of his crew 
set out in the Princessa Real's longboat for the 
shore below the promonory now known as Albert 
Heat Accompanying them was a caqoc on which 
was loaded the cross that was to be breeted “for 
the purpose of taking possession of the farthest 
roadstead." This roadstead, the present Royal 
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Roads, he was that day to name Rada Valdes y 
Bazan in honor of Spain's minister of the marine 
at that time. 

Would that w’e now could see all that happened 
that summer’s afternoon on the “mesa" (plateau) 
between the two roadsteads . . . the selection of a 
site for the cross, a site hat Quimper records as 
at W08 N of the outermost point of the Interven¬ 
ing promontory .... the erection of the cross it¬ 
self “together with all the ceremonies the instruc¬ 
tions prescribe" and “the firing of salutes’' . . . 
the cutting of a cross into the bark of a pine close 
behind the symbol they had raised. Oh, yes, and 
there was, also the burning of a bottle. What it 
contained is not mentioned (probably documents) 
but this bottle, I suspect was what motivated the 
considerable digging for treasure that once went 
on in the area. 

Altogether a long business and it was 8 p.m. 
before they regained the Princessa ReaL 

WTiere, one wonders, were theTndians of Met¬ 
chosin during all this? Were they right on the 
scene or did they wait until the intruders had 
departed before coming out of the woods to exam¬ 
ine this mystic symbol of an unknown power? 

.. I 


Especially, what did they think of the gunfire, 
first ever to reverberate along a coast to which 
later naval exercises were to bring so much 
more? 

How long the cross itself stood I do not know, 
but for more than half a century the names the 
Spanish placed on the vesligal charts of that time 
held along the Island’s coastline. 

Some of these musical Spanish names remain 
to this day but from 1846 most were fated to 
disappear. This was the year that saw the signing 
of the Oregon Treaty that finally defined most 
boundaries between the U.S.A. and Canada; the 
Hudson’s Bay Company’s Fort Victoria was now 
well established and several of the company’s 
trading ships had become familiar visitors to Vic¬ 
toria Harbor. 

The year 1846 was to see the arrival of vessels 
of government rather than of commerce r their 
business a more precise charting of the coastline 
and the substitution of Spanish names by that of 
the new power. 

First of these “scientific" vessels w'as H.M. 
Surveying Vessel Herald, her 500 tons far sur¬ 
passing that of the original charting craft, the lit-

nobleness that puts to shame local philantttropists 
and Dominion officialdom has continued to feed

Not until the generous, long-suffering captain 
look the captain and mate of the junk to the of¬ 
ficers of Findlay, Ehuiiam and Ktxlie and there 
recruited a certain Mr..

Speedily contact was made 
with the Japan^^consul in San Francisco and by 
afternoon the consul here had received his 
reply: "Please care for necessities of Japanese 
sailors on bark Tiger and fomard Jhem to my 
care earliest c 4 >portimity. advise by telegraph." 

The U.S. consul telegraphed back that U>e 
provincial government had the matter in hand 
and "would forw'ard the men to San Francisco on 
the 20th." 

Happy as one is to read of the government’s 
helpful attitude, one also notes that officials were 
*^as quick then as today to take advantage of op* 
portuni^, the provincial secretary including in 
his reply to the Uianks of the Japanese a request 
that they, "inform Uieir coimtrym^ diat British 
Columbia hopes soon to have more intimate com¬ 
mercial relations with the Japanese Empire. That 
upon completion of the Canadian Pacific RailWay 
there would in all probability be a line of steam* 
ships plying between the two countries ... (Eight 
years later, April, 1891. saw the arrival of the • 
^irst, the Empress of In^a.) f 

All this on the 13th, while cwit at Royal Roads 
their faithful rescuer swung peacefully at her 
moorings. Old the Japanese ttien go back to spent 
(me last night with the men on the Tiger? A ques¬ 
tion hard to answer, but this'seems unlikely in 
view' of a little item in a later Colonist that 
reports that before they left the 20th their pho¬ 
tograph was taken by the well-known pioneer pro¬ 
fessional, Mrs. Maynard, and they are described 
as a fine-looking group of men who leave Victoria 
"w'ifii nuiny pleasant tnemories of their stay 
here." i

tie 65-ton Princessa Real. It was the Herald’s 
Captain Henry Kellett who replaced the old 
Valdes y Bazan with the title Royal Bay. a name 
given in honor of that then young and handsome 
couple — Queen Victoria, after whom the fort was 
named, and Albert, her consort, his name being 
given to the point (Albert Head) at the far bound- 
ar>- of Royal Bay. This time no fanfare or cere¬ 
mony marked the new christening. 

As Victoria’s population and commerce grew 
so too did the number of ships that used her har¬ 
bor. and at times lay at anchor in the roadstead 
outside as they waited for cargo. Gradually then 
the name Royal Bay was replaced in common 
usage by the now familiar Royal Roads. 

For many years these vessels lay there in 
safety and who could have suspected that of the 
six anchored trustfully in the well-proven protec¬ 
tion of Royal Roads when night fell on Friday. 
April 13, 1883. onl>' two w’ould be there the next 
morning, that before another 24 hours were over 
four w(xjld be aground on the ^ore of the spit to 
their west, high hulls gracelessly exposed, masts 
and bowsprits broken down to ugly stumps, a piti¬ 
ful sight. 

The wrecked vessels were scattered between 
Albert Head and Fisgard Light at various spots 
along the beach outside that spit today so popular 
with picnickers, wood-gutherers and others just 
driving by for the view — a view' that today also 
often includes ships at anchor in the roadstead. 

It was in the dead of night, a dark 2 a.m., that 
the officer of the watch on each of the six ships 
felt the first gusts of the wicked south-easter that 
was soon, in those shallow waters, to have them 
heaving and straining at their cables. 

At least three of the vessels, perhaps four or 
even five, were in ballast and, riding high, were 
extra vulnerable to the storm, a fact of which 
each ship’s chief officer, only senior man on 
board at the time, was only too well aware. 

For 18 unbroken hours the untimely storm 
raged. Tenselj’ the men on the ships watdied 
straining cables, threw' out auxiliary- anchors, 
tried (perhaps fruitlessly ' to get up some sail to 
help them face into the wind and away from*that 
shallow shore on their lee. 

\Mien would come that hideous jolt that meant 
the last cable had parted?

skins from natives and in [irobably one of the ear¬ 
liest comments on inflation e\er written in E.C.. 
he complains that the price was double the value 
ever given before!” Conseciuently many of our ar¬ 
ticles of comincrrce begin now to lose their intrin¬ 
sic val'.ie am >ngst them.” 

The natives of a certain inlet brought him a 
blackish colored spec of bird w ith hornlike 
structures on the bill. He called it the rhinoceros 
auk. Beaching the Pinnace on a tiny bare island 
in the (^ueen Cliarlotte Sound he saw a vast 
blanket of a new species of barnacle. In Cardero 
(Thancl he pushed through pathless woods and 
stumbled across s >me w asp nests susr>ended to 
trees, nests of a curious anti extraordinarv’ struc¬ 
ture. He made draw ings and described them in 
the minutest detail. 

The tough iob of collecting and surveying and 
clear, salt air shar[>ened appetites. On Redondo 
Island, the Scot shot fat grouse perching in trees 
and in Simoon S<>und they shot deer. In the same 


Chief had the shortest wait. By 9 a.m. both were 
driven by thundering waves on to the gravell>' 
shore of the Spit, their anchors and parted chains 
still out somewhere under the waters of Royal 
Roads. For the handsome Gett>'Sburg the fate 
seemed excepticgially sad for only the previous 
day had she arrived after the long journey from 
Honolulu in ballast. 

By mid-afterDoon some of their crewmen 
could be seen ashore on the Spit waving fpr help, 
but on tliat day of crashing wave, and ^'ith no 
bridge connecting Spit to land what hel^ could 
come? 

Ail this the men on the Duke of Argjle, the 
Tiber, the Omnaught and the Tiger watched in 
apprehension and sorixwv, Whose turn would be 
next? 

Sad to say. in a time when the daily paper 
consisted of but one double sheet, and much of 
that advertising, not one first-hand storj’ of those 
tense, storm-tossed hours was recorded in print. 
Only in imagination can one share the an?dety of 
the men who wondered whether their chains 
would hold, who swore beneath their breaths — 
or more probably aloud! — at owners pennywise 
and pound foolish as they thought of possible 
weak spots in their own life-lines. 

Although one must feel sympathy for all the 
ships, the Tiger has a special appeal. 

Only a few days earlier had this British 
barque arrived under ballast from Java. On 
board her were 12 Japanese fishermen rescued 
from a junk, adrift for 120 days before good for¬ 
tune brought the 'Hger across their palti. Brought 
on board, although no man of either crew' spoke 
the other’s language, the Japanese managed to 
convey that for the last five days they had been 
entirely without food. For the next 40 they w'ere 
to share that of their rescuers as they proceeded, 
with the stoicism of their time, trade and nation^ 
ality. towards an entirely unknown destination — 
Victoria — though the welcome shelter of this 
port's Royal Roads was not reached without shar¬ 
ing with the crew of the. Tiger the ravages of a 
terrific t>'phoon. j 

Arrived in V^ictoria Captain Newby apparent¬ 
ly (and naturally) expect^ that the expense of 
their keep would be t^en over by shore authori¬ 
ties. Unfortunately, not so. for the Colonist re¬ 
ports a few days later: "Captain Newby with a

Sound the.v rowed to a place where a frothing, 
churning brook rushed to the sea and vast 
numbers of siher salmon were pulled in w’ith a 
seine net, more than 40 in one haul. 

The menu w’as rwjt always so tasty, under per¬ 
pendicular cliffs, plunging and dipping in a small 
boat they hunted green cormorants and they 
said: “We found them tie.xt day very palatable.’’

The ships return^ by way of Cbpe Horn, 
reaching England Oct. 20, 1794. Menzies was by 
then a world hemored botanist and be became ( 
president ol the Linnean Society and r^eix ed his 
MD degree at Aberdeen University in 1799, in his 
old age. He lived to be 88. 

Most of the future great botanists of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast, including Douglas and Scouler, visited 
the old man at his home and traded yams ab')u( 
those distant, wild western shores of North 
America. t 

Next time you pick up some of fiiat e?q)ensive 
lumber from the local yard or admire the giants 
in C?afi)edral Grove, stop for a mommt and re¬ 
member that weatherbeaten Scot, perched shaki¬ 
ly on broad shoulders reaching into the sky for 
green needles more than three decades before 
Da\id Douglas. Remember Archibald Menzies, 
“Menzies of the Fir." He was British Columbia’s 
first great explorer-natmalist. 


REFLECTIONS ON GROUSE 


The ruffed groiKcei is known as a 
resident of our wodds. He’s also 
known as a resident who isn't 
always h''>me wlicn \X)U come to call. 

Of course, for a chance of finding 
hmi at all. you must first find his 
neighborhood. U*suallj’, this turns 
out to be what we call •in-between ” 
cover — relatively early stages of 
second or third growth woodlands. 
Even better are those deserted 
farms that nature has reclaimed 
with a cover of thick, trouser-tear¬ 
ing brush. 

During the summer m nths. 
grou-se nuy drift "Ut to surr-mmling 
hillsides, particularly if these in¬ 
clude some ample patches of be:*- 
ries. What kind? Well, for grouse it 
seems to “any kind” variety. 


Later in the year, though, about 
the time legal hunting seasons 
begin, they seek the lower, thicker 
covers. 

Some say' this is triggered by a 
change in the weather. Others de¬ 
clare the change is caused by the 
sudden triggering of shotguns. What- 
e\er the cause, when you find a 
“grousy looking" area, search for 
those spots Itiat are really too thick 
to walk through, and then walk 
thi-ough them. If the vicinity liolds 
any birds at all, that’s probably 
where they'll be. 

The most sensible and productive 
way to hunt grouse is with a good, 
uj'land d ig to help you find and re¬ 
trieve the birds. Somehow, a slow, 
steady pace often seems to entice 


grouse to hold a bit more, until your 
dog is close enough to scent and 
(sometimes) point them, and for you 
to (sometimes) drop them. 

On the other hand, wiien "walk¬ 
ing up" grbuse without a dog, an er¬ 
ratic tftd start pace w'ill some¬ 
times move a hiding bird to lose pa- 
tieiKG with the whole game and 
fluih wUd. Of course, he usually 
reserves this tactic until you’ve 
passed him or have stopped to tie a 
boot lace. 

In any event, always mark the 
flight direction of an escaping bird. 
«'»ix)u.«e seldom* fly more than a 
hundred yards at a time and a sec¬ 
ond stalk is frequently worth tiy. 

We should also remind you (for 
the thousandth time you’ve heard it) 


of Mr. Ruff’s ability to manoeuvre 
the biggest obstacle around between 
you and him faster than you can 
flick off a safety* Consequently^

Today I am making pickles and the house 
is fragrant with a lovely spicy aroma. Did 
you ever think of making Cantelonp Relish?

A 
hostess could make her reputation on this 
relish. 


Preser\-ing and pickle making were done in 
the summer kitchen, where morning glories 
trailed their blue and purple loveliness around the 
door. Never was there such catsup or chili sauce! 

I have heard it said that those who enthuse so 
fondly over the food of their childhood are be- 
mus^ by memo*>’ . . . that in reality the food 
eaten in those far • off days was perfect wily 
because a child's voracious appetite, a cast- 
iron stomach or because of a child's lack of dis- 
criminatiwi. 

Perhaps looking at things in retrospect doc.s 
enhance them, but is that bad? I like to think that 
my mother's cooking was the best ever.

Legacy of Foresight 


This brief business notice, back 
in 1865, announced the start of a 
> remarkable career in pioneer pro- 

i vincial commerce, that of the far¬ 

sighted American financier, Sewell 
I Prescott Moody. Sadly, this highly 
respected Victoria resident's career 
was cut short by disaster: a tragedy 
made all the more poignant by 
Moody's message from the dead. 

If nothin^; ctse. Moody left a legacy of fore- 
I sight. For he had tK*en among the first — and 
among he few — to recognize tlie future of ' Bui'- ' 
rard’s Inlet” when it was no more than a rain 
\ forest. In those days, when New Westminster was 
capital of the mainland colony of British Colum¬ 
bia,and Victoria capital-of V*ancouver Island; and 
commercial leader of the entire Northwest; the 
brash young Yankee’s predictiotis wviv grik'ted 
with open contempt. ' | 

Yet. within Phoii 'ears, the future beohme 
apparent even to the scodfers. and. although 
Moody did n< t live to ^ee hfe dream come truo. 
today his faith in the future is recognized by his¬ 
torians. ' ^ 

WTien Capt. George V,.hcotiver had poked 
about Bunard’s Channel in the late ISth centur>-. 
he learned to his disappointment that the Spanish, 
had arrived first. Notwith.standing this, he pro¬ 
ceeded to namo many of tbc| predominating geo- 
■ graphical features and d<>-'‘’ rihed tlw' inlet:

, However, with HMS DLscovery's' departure, 

tlie inlet returned to normal, its only inhabitants 
the S(juamish and Maujueam tribesmen. Not 
until tlie mad rush U[> the Fraser River in search 
of gold, almost a century after, did this forest at¬ 
tract the fleeting atientkin of passersby. Even the 
Yorkshire potter. John Morton, who became its 
first settler, tried his luck in the gold fields bcf|i>re 
coming interested in reports of clay depasits near 
Coal Ilarljor. Cp<»n discovering that the clay Was. 
in reality, sancistt)ne. the undaunted IMorton de¬ 
cided to home.stcad. Thus, with partners Bill Hail¬ 
stone and Sam BrighoiLse^ fellow Forty-Niners 
who had accompanied him up the Fraser. Morton 
pre-empted 550 acres in what is now Vancouver's 
highly-priced-West End. 

Alas, llieir .struggle against the wilderness 
was doomed to failure, (lie partners having to 
move on in .search of wages. For a time, they 
were able to rent tlieir ranfherie — until local Irv 
dians took e.\ceptit»n to ib* presence and burned it 
dowTi. 

It rernained for two entrepreneurs named 
ilieis and Baker to pcjint the way, in 1S()2. the 
partners salvaging the power plant from a 
wrecked steamer and setting up a liny mdl on the 
North Shore. When, finally, the laboring lumber¬ 
men g(^t going, they cut an impressive 10.000 feet 
of lumber in th«*ir first dayof operation.

Which also was their last d<>y of operation as 
their creditors foreclosed! 

Such wa.s the price of prophe t for, although 
few realized it at the time. Hicks and Baker had 
attempted to har\*cst one of the richest stands of 
timber in the world; a secmingly-limitless jungle 
of fir. cedar, het^dock and pine which would sire 
a metix^polis. 

The same year. T. W. Graham and Co. of 
New Westminster gambled that they would suc¬ 
ceed where Hicks and Baker failed, and took a 
lease of 500 acres on the North .Shore. Graham's 
comi>aoy -obviously enjoyed greater operatisg 
capital-than had the partners, as the newcomers 
soon erected a sawmill, powered by water, and 
named the little settlement Pioneer Mills. Within 
months, the stemwheeler Flying Dutchman load¬ 
ed the fii-st cargo of 500.000 hoard feet, and the 
great logging boom was on.

John Sm th. He. in turn, sold out to a Victoria 
businessnian from Maine named ••.Sue” Moody, 
who had become involved in the young logging in¬ 
dustry bj4 hauling rafts of timber from Bunard 
Inlet to Victoria. Ironically, before bankruptcy, 
.Smith h.id succeeded in setting a record when ho 
shipped an amazing 27^.0(11) feet of lumber and 
IB.OuO i>ickets in a single cargo l-^ .\ustralia. With

his failure. .S. P. ^ti»dV and Co. hoi-anv* the 
fourth venture to tiy for. the golden rinz t>n Rur- 
rard Inlet's North Shore. 

But Moody also got off to a rocky start Miter- 
allyj when his scow, the Matilda, stranded off 
Cadhoro Bay and. with cargo, liecatne a total 
loss, the Colonist declaring tha^ "much sympathy 
if* expres.sbd for Mr. MiK)dy. wh-a has - -r ly recent¬ 
ly built the mills, and wa.-i alxujt to commence 
oi)erations.” 

Despite tins setback, ami v-*ib buyer.- in Vic¬ 
toria, Nanaimo and the Royal. City only. Mt>ody. 
Nelson and Co. (as it .was now.-known> proceeded 
with plans tc* build a world-wiile network <»f 
markets. Moo(l.v visualized a ste.nly stream of 
ships calling atBurrard Ink't to U> .d B.C liimtx*;* 
for polls of all raln»ns. .Vnd. aim-*'-’ imnu*’liate!\ 
he succeeded wl>cre his predece-jsi.js h id faile-1. 
and Burrahl Inlet w;l= on iJie map.

Another pioneer to see the potential of this 
region was Capt. Edward Stamp, founder of Van¬ 
couver Island’s first sawmill at Albemi. Upon 
pci'sonally examining the south shore. .Stivnp re¬ 
turned to England to raise the necessary capital 
to form his British Columbia and Vancouver 
Island Spar. Lumber and Sawmill Co. Stamp ap¬ 
parently experienced little difficult>* in convincing 
British hackers of his j>roject for. in 18G5. he re- 
tui-ned witti the tidy sum of £100.000. 

Interestingly enough. Stamp’s first choice for 
beginning operations was what is now Stanley 
Park, but he changed his mind and his millsite to 
eastward when he learned of the riptides there 
which would wreak havoc with his log rafts. His 
British backers' confidence in his business ability 
became readily apparent when Stamp renegotiat¬ 
ed with Governor Frederick Seymour for a 
timber lease of 30.000 acres (for 21 years, at one 
cent per arre!» and permission to import all of 
his equipment duty-free. 

Thus, on opposite shores of Biirrard Inlet, 
.Stamp’s Mill and Moody's Mill came into being, 
the former consisting of the sawmill, one store 
and a four-acre clearing of shacks and saloons. A 
later \i.sitor was less than imnrossod with the 
new towTisite. terming it aa "aggregation of 
filth.” and "a nmning sore!” 

Unlike Capt. Stamp, who seems to have run a 
Icss-than-tight ship. Sue Moody w.is f>no of our 
first conscientious bu.sinessmcn. Not only was his 
renamed Moodyvillc reasonably ne.it. hut it 
boasted a lihrary^ehool and electric lighting — 
luxuries as yet u^nown to Victoria. Now West¬ 
minster or. for that matter, any settlement north 
of S.-in F.sancisco — and no saUxin. Stamp s Mill, 
on the other h:ind. continued to grow topsy-turvy 
and was wide-o[)cn. its popul.ition of In-lian and 
Kanaka loggers, with a sprinkling of Scan¬ 
dinavian .ship deserters, enjoying the*r rlioice of 
saloons, which outnumbered all other business es¬ 
tablishments. Consequently, when tliey enthusi¬ 
astically changed the settlement's n one to Hast- 
togs Mill, in honor of Rear-.Vlniiral Ci--ree Hast¬ 
ings. the Esquimau C.-in-C, must have Ix’en 
something less than flattered. 

Hastings’ rmh;irras.smenl undoubtedly dis¬ 
sipated when Capt. f^tnmn sold out to Capt. J. A. 
Raymur (ho of the unkind comments about "run¬ 
ning sore.s” and "aggregation of filth”' who .soon 
had the populace behaving in a somewhat sub¬ 
dued manner. 

Undisputed king of this wild and woolly con¬ 
gregation was Gassy Jack Deighton. after whom 
today’s Gastown is affectionately named. Jack 
had descended uixm the community with no more 
than his Indian wife, his in-laws, a native ser¬ 
vant. barrel of whisky and six dollars in his 
pocket. Despite this unholy world of wealth, and 
almast overnight. Jack’s Globe Saloon opened its 
swinging doors o the thirsty l»>ggers. A co/item- 
porary (and competitor) later described Jack as 
having been of "broad, ready humor, spicy and 
crisp and everflowing of grotesque, Falstaffian 
dimensions, with a green, muddy, deep purple 
complexion that told its own stor>*. 

"He had tlie gift of grouping wonl.s. which he 
flung from him with the volubility of fake doc¬ 
tor. These worefc;. shot at random. ahv.a\.-i hit ;i 
mark: tmliicky would l)e the man whom Jaik 
would nickname, for he would carry it as long as 
he lived.” 

Across the inlet, under the stern eye of 
Moody, residents displayed considerably more 
decorum, the timber magnate preferring ’married 
employees and favoring their building their owm 
homes. Instead of spending their free hours exer¬ 
cising their elbows. M(X)dyviIle residents enjoyed 
the library and reading r(v,m of the Mechnn’ics* 
Institute. On Sundays there was R.w. Klione/er 
Robson's scr\ice. 

Regardless of the log<gers’ pleasure. b'i-;ioss 
grow on l)oth sides of the inlet, with shi{>s fn*m a.s 
far distant as Australia dropping anchor off tiie 
towns to load spars of Douglas fir and cedar. 

Although force of business kept M-x-dy jn 
M<KuiyvilIe much of the lime, he called Vi. t..ria 
home, marrying Jar.ct Watson here in ISCf).

o( lumber and 800,000 shingles (all cut by hand) 
in a year, compared to Stamp’s 4,000,000 feet of 
lumber and 100,000 shingles. Another difference in 
figures was more noteworthy: Stamp had bellied 
up, whereas Moody continued to prosper. As evi¬ 
dence of his financial health, he ventured farther 
afield by building a telegraph line between Hast¬ 
ings Mill and the Royal City! MoQdy had become 
so comfortable that, when his mill burned down, 
he was merely inconvenienced, and soon back in 
production. 

But November of 1875 brought tragedy when 
Moody sailed for San Francisco aboard the ill-fat¬ 
ed steamer Pacific. Hours after, the Pacific met 
disaster off Cape Flattery when rammed by the 
sailing vessel Orpheus. Within minutes, Pacific 
Was gone, only two sui-viving of a company oi 
more than 230. Among the dead was Sue Moody, 
beloved timberman of Victoria and Burrard Inlet. 

Mourned the New Westminster Herald: “A 
gloom was cast over the community by the re¬ 
ceipt of the sad intelligence of the loss of the Pa¬ 
cific, many of the victims being known and es¬ 
teemed here, and one of them, Mr. S. P. Moody, 
was among the foremost men in the New West¬ 
minster district, and whose loss will be at <xice 
sincerely regretted and widely felt. Always ready 
to hold forth a helping hand to those who needed 
it, genial in manner, enterprising and energetic in 
business and the head of a large and wealthy 
firm — he was one whose place will not easily be 
filled." 

Many, in Victoria and on Burrard Inlet, 
mourned the Maine businessman whose humor, 
honesty md regard for his workers had made 
him universally popular. 

Few were prepared for the shock of learning 
that, in death, Moody was to have a last word. 
This macabre incident came about when a Vic¬ 
toria resident walking along the Beacon Hill Park 
shore came upon a length of beam, later deter¬ 
mined to be a piece of wreckage from the in¬ 
famous Pacific. What caught the beachcomber’s 
eye was the brief message which had been pen¬ 
cilled on its painted surface: *‘S. P. Moody, adJ is 
lost." 

Immediate reaction to the discovery was that 
a "heartless hoax" had been perpetrated by 
someone with a perverted humor who, upon find¬ 
ing the board on the beach, had written the mes¬ 
sage, then launched the plank again. But wtien 
friends identified the writing as being unques- 
fionably that of Sewell Moody, it was "supposed 
that when the vessel was going down he wrote the 
inscription on one of the beams of his stateroom 
with the faint hope that the board would be found 
and his friends informed of his fate. 

*Tf such were his purpose it has been at¬ 
tained by the casting up of the fragment after it 
had floated nearly 100 miles on the breast of the 
hungry sea, and reached the shore within sight of 
the deceased gentleman’s home. ’The feelings of a 
man taking leave of life under sudi circum¬ 
stances can neither be imagined nor described." 

In Moodyville, all mourned the founder of 
Burrard Inlet’s lumber industry, fiie Mechanics’ 
Institute being filled to overflowing for the ser¬ 
vice conducted by Rev. Dinnick. "Never on any 
occasion, religious or otherwise," reported a 
witness, "have we seen the (reading) room so 
w’cU filled and the number there was a sufficient 
indication of the kindly feelings of the community 
toward the deceased." 

Today Moodyville is a suburb of Canada’s

By this time his brother Lawrence was on the 
coast and, by the spring of 1914. was chief nffu er 
of the Vado when, in Obuenatoi-j- Inlet, an engine 
i*()om fire got out of (ontrol. As she cairi>'d a 
cargo of oil (with V'O hnrrels ■ n deck) fin.ally 
liii'y had to take to tlio l>*at.s. Wliicli meant a 12- 
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mile i*ow in a snowstorm to Arrandale cannery. 
Larry, by the way. also became a B.C. pilot. 

Brother Rot^rt, who had been serving in 
Grank Trunk boas, finedly woud up in the CPR 
coastal sen ice, acquiring fame as “Red” Thom- 
s-m. skip[>er for many years of that West Coast 
NCioran Princess Maquinna. 

It's interesting to note that all three brothers 
have l)een memorialized in B.C. coas names, 
thanks to a kindly thoueht on the part of Capt. 
Parizeau of the hydrographic departmet. Each in 
turn asked to submit a name, Robert opted for 
Northness, a headland in the Shetlands where 
they s|)el their childhood. Thus a headland of 
the same name in Grenville Channel. Larry chose 
Ler\vi( k. principal town of the Shetlands. which is 
how we get Lcwick Point in Grenville Channel. 
Tommy thought of the family name, and thus 
Thomson Island in the same region. 

However, this form of recognition was away 
in the future when, back in 1911, Tommy found 
himself the youngest of 17 applicants for the job 
of skiiJiw of the (x-ean-going tug William JoUiffe. 

Endless, of course, have been the waterfront 
arguments as to whether the Jolliffe or the Lome 
was the most pow'erful B.C. tug. Tommy natural¬ 
ly gives the Jolliffe the edge. Twin stacks, 150 
feet long, and just over 300 tons, she was built at 
South Shields in 1885 for the famous towboating 
J >liffe family of Liverprx>l. In her early days she 
cruised off the south coast of Ireland awaiting in¬ 
coming windjammers, but proved a little expen¬ 
sive in the matter of crew and fuel. Only once did 
she make ends meet when she made the 8,000- 
mile trijj to the Falkland Islands and back uith a 
windjammer in tow. 

Pr >blem was solved by the sudden visit to 
Liverpijol of Fitzherbert Bullen, of Victoria, B.C.. 
who fell in love with the Jolliffe and bought her 
tfor $60,000) for the B.C. Salvage Company. 

She came to Victoria in 1907, and did yeoman 
ser% ice as a salvage boat. For. as her one-time 
skipper. Tommy Thomson remarked, she had 
one thing in her favor and that was power. Aided 
I>erhai>s by the fact she swung a 12-foot pr(^l- 
lor. 

He recollected how once, crossing Queen 
Charloitc Sound to pick up a cixiple of men badly 
injured in a mine explosion, the J )Uiffe did 14*4 
knots againts a 22-foot ebb. 

It was from the wheelhouse of the same 
Jolliffe, off Kyuquot back in November, 1912, 
that skipper Thomson glimpsed, between giant 
wave crests, a four-masted ship on the h ;ri 2 on. A 
ship evidently in troube for her sails had blown to 
tatters and one of her masts w’as a mere stump. 
Heading in her direction, on the way she pick^ 
up a ship's boat with her ski^^r, Helquist, and 
eight of his crew. ‘All they had with them." said 
Tommy, "was about a dozen apples, a rifle and a 
few shells.” 

According to Helquist he and his men had 
taken all they could from a living gale, and final¬ 
ly abandoned the schooner K. K. Wood. Which, if 
you remember, once had a skipper called Matt 
Peasley* who in turn inspired Mr. Peter B. Kyne 
to write his famous sea stories. 

Fmally the Jolliffe came up with the aban¬ 
doned ship and. despite waves that ranged a 
thousand feet from crest to crest. Joe Moore, the 
Jolliffe's mate, managed to get a line aboard and 
they started towing the S' hooner to Kyuoquot, “It 
was like towing an island,” said Tommy in re¬ 
trospect. “and I don’t suppose we were making 
two knots.” 

Rea.son being the sc ho ner was full of water 
which floated her bclow-decks cargo of logs and 
their ba.>ihing to and fro punched through the 
bulkheads. 

Manfully, however. Tommy started towing 
her to shore when fate in the shai>e of another 
gale intervened. Though they had a seven-eighths 
plow steel line wrapi>^ around the towing bitts, 
it snapped like grocer>' store string. 

Whi<’h happened as they were close inshore, 
and as a result the schooner went on the rocks. 
An awesome sight, as Tommy recalled, to see the 
ship hit and in a brief moment or two broken in 
two. 

“It’s an ill wind that blows no man good,” 
proved to be true in the case of skipper-owner 
Heliiuist, whose only insurance was against total 
loss. Had Tommy manag^ to i)ull the ship into 
the quiet inner reaches of Kv uocjuot S iund, Hel-

quist would have been stuck with a big rej^r 
bill, plus the cost of sal\ age. The way it tui^ed 
out. he got paid in full. | 

For his part in the rescue. Tommy Thom^cm 
was awarded a handsome pair of binoculars < by 
U.S. President Woodrow Wilson. - 

It’s interesting to note that later Mrs. Hel¬ 
quist wanted a picture of the Jolliffe as a momen- 
to of the occasion, and Tommy had one specially 
taken at Prince Rupert. It’s the one that illus¬ 
trates this article. 

Finally when he \erged on 60 Tommy Thom- 
retired from the pilotage serxice ^t still, 
mind you, with an absorbing interest in the coast. 
So he bought a troller, took out a licence, and in 
carefree fashion meandered, fished, lazed and 
talked to waterfront folk for the next 10 years. 
Which, you must admit, is a wonderful way to 
spend your latter days. 

Finally, however, at 70, he reeled in his lines, 
shut (^f the motor, closed the hatch and retired 
for good. % 

But probably with more knowledge of the 


B.C. coast than any living man. Now. though he's 
moored safely in snug harbor, he still exinces a 
keen interest in all that goes on like, for instance, 
provincial, federal and U.S. polices. He still 
- reads the Shetland Times, published in Lerwick 
ever>* Friday an|l which he gets by airmail ex*ery 
M<Miday. He worries about the offshore drilling 
that goes on ttiere, and has some s^und and forth¬ 
right ideas about the ecologj*. 

Though he has apparently outlived all his 
ships, still he has his family here in town. There’s 
son Tommy (T. M. Tbomsoa and Associates)* 
daughter Muriel, married to Dr. Bob Gale, and 
Laura, who manages the Christie Wool Shop. 
Which, in a way, gets us back to the Shetlands, • 
the place where they really knew xxool. 

Anyway all of them can be proud of a grand 
old man who, early in life, learned there w*as only 
one way to go .. ^That's right.. . up!

The Canadian west is as jammed packed with 
adventure and excitement as anything that ever hap¬ 
pened south of the line, but it is only occasionally, when 
writers like Alex Bulman take time to climb out of the 
saddle, that we ever hear much about it.

Alex Bulman is the son of Joe. 
who pioneered the great Circle J 
Ranch near W’estwold and he grew 
up and si)ent his entire life as a 
stockman. 

The exciting thing about this 
book is that it will bring back mem¬ 
ories for anyone who has ever been 
associated with stock and the men 
who tend them. Bulman has filled 
his book with colorful, anecdotal 
material. 


This wi de-r angjing, 
thought-provoking little 
volume is another sensible 
contribution to the grow¬ 
ing mass of literature on 
this formidable and in¬ 
creasingly disturbing sub¬ 
ject, But it is simplified, 
as the sub-title implies: 
"o Canadian bandbook 
for home and cottage." 

Interestingly enough, thg authors 
approach the subject with an admis¬ 
sion that there is in North ^Vmcrican 
society something called “pollution 
hysteria.” But they admit that on 
examination of the situation it can¬ 
not be labelled less than critical. In 
the pages of Means of Survival, 
which comprise the introduction, 
there is plenty of support for the ad¬ 
mission of that appraisal.

Having had a taste of the life I 
can only say I envy him and appre¬ 
ciate the background he gives on a 
fast disappearing breed i5f men. 
There are still a few about. You 
meet them in the beer parlor.s at 
Merritt and Williams Lake, broken 
down old cow'boys whose arthritis 
makes it hard for them to climb out 
of a chair let alone onto a pony, but 
thanks to Bulman, we see them all 
in their prime. 

He creates for us the days of th<'‘ 
huge herds and the big cattle drives 
with cowboys saddled up and ready 
to ride at first light: and that's the 
way we should remember thorn. 

A four-wheel drive truck is a lot 
more efficient than a team of 
horses, but while it is long on utility 
it is pretty slim on sentiment. I’ve 
yet to meet a cowboy in love with a 
haybaler. 

I feel I owe Alex Bulman per¬ 
sonal thanks for he has done all erf 
us, who love that part of British 
Columbia, a truly great service.

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New Biography Shows Wellington in the Round

The gross national product, with its accompany¬ 
ing economic theories and political rhetoric, are indi¬ 
cators of a nation's physical and fiscal stability, but to 
gauge a nation's mental health one must look to the 
arts. 


If >ou find the work of our 
younger ix>ets» painters and nove> 
lists confusing, don’t blame them, 
their work is a mirror-image of the 
chaotic times in which we live. 
Their flowers bloom oddly and fade 
quickly because their elders have 
poisoned the roots. 

This sickness prevails in Canada 
because the quality* of life has been 
sacrificed to expediency, but in 
(.ireat Britain the national sickness 
has a more iJoignant cause. There, 
the older generation. stripi>ed with 
brutal suddenness of national pride, 
is rootless, and the unhappy, disillu¬ 
sioned young mock their memories 
to mask their io^^^l quicksand fears. 

Like a family, a nation which has 
known greatness is apt to turn in¬ 
wards and seek comfort from its 
past. This manifests itself by an ex¬ 
ceptional interest in history and an 
uncommon emphasis on heroes. 

We have had of late an upsurge 
in books dealing with heroic periods 
of British history — Henry V, Henry 
VTII, Elizabeth. Anne and Victoria, 
and a resurgence of pride in warrior 
heroes, Drake, Marlborough, and 
Nelson, and a concentrated interest 
in their successful exploits. 

It was inevitable, therefore, that 
sooner or later we would hear again 
of the Duke <)f Wellington for the 
last major bipgraphy of him was 
published nearly 40 years ago. 

We are indeed fortunate that the 
new biography, Wellington: The 
Years of tlic Sword, has been writ¬ 
ten by Elizabeth Longford. 

I.ady 1-ongford is not cmly an his¬ 
torian of note but is the great-great- 
nioce by marriage ot Kitty Paken- 
ham. WellingtCMi's wife. 

Combining professional ability 
with the advantages of her unique 
family and social relationships. 
I.,ady I./)ngford’s intense research 
and fresh thinking has produced a 
work of astonishing interest. 

She visited the battlefields of the 
Peninsular War and of Waterloo, 
studied papers in the royal archives 
at Windsor and The Hague, and 
read Wellington’s private papers, as 
well as other pai)ers and journals, 
including Kitty's hitherto un¬ 
published diary and his own frank 
corrcst>ondencc with his brother Wil¬ 
liam. 

Thi.s, together with a profound 
study of all I'clevant literature (evi¬ 
denced by the impressive bibliogra- 
yihy) firoscnts us for the first time 
witli an analytical portrait of Well¬ 
ington the man. in the round. 

Wellington’s life falls nnfundlv 
into two paWs. and in this first vol¬ 
ume of her two-volume life. 1 ndy 
Iz)ngford co\crs his martial life th.at 
ended abruptly, at In the helo 
caust of Waterloo. After Waterloo. 
Wellington was never asked to Tre 
another shot. 

Thr ^ oers of the Sword o; ers 
with a f>ortrait of the young Arfhtir 
Wesley (the family name w.ns later 
changed to Wellc.'sley) as the sen¬ 
sitive. withdrawn child r>f Irish aris- 
trocrats, the scholastic failure who 
was shoved into the army as "Axxl 
for r) 0 \vdcr.” 

An undistinguished tour of duty 
in Flanders, followed by an abortive 
love affair mixed with the. to him. 


distasteful roistering in the banquet¬ 
ing halls of Dublin Castle, was fol¬ 
lowed by his posting to India, at 27. 
There, he made his name and, as 
Sir Arthur Wellesley, returned to 
England and marriage to Kitty Pa- 
kenham. 

Wellingtcwi next took command of 
the allied armies in Portugal and 
Spain against Napoleon's armies. A 
lengthy, wearisome campaign begun 
at Lisbon ended in final victory at 
the Pyrenees. 

Then came Paris, as British am¬ 
bassador, attendance at the 
(ingress of Vienna and, following 
Napoleon’s escape from Elba, the 
final shattering and glorious victoiy 
at Waterloo. 

Each step of the way in chroni¬ 
cled minutely, and Lady Longford 
dutifully includes the women in 
Wellington’s life and, of course, the 
famous ball given by the Duchess of 
Richm<M>d on the eve ot Waterloo.

The biological clocks various 
species seem to ha\*e been set with 
some knowledge erf the problems of 
traffic janis unknowm to man. Scmie 
birds head north as the last snow¬ 
falls melt while others linger in toe 
south until later on. The result, <rf 
course, is that the migratory pu^ is 
spread over several months. A simi¬ 
lar set of rules seems to co\*er times 
of day. Most songbirds travel at 
night while larger species such as 
ducks and geese move in day ligh t 

The mystery erf how birds navi¬ 
gate is far from solved, but the in¬ 
dications are that, like human 
beings, they use the sun and stars. 
However, lacking sextants, chrono¬ 
meters and charts, it’s hard to ex¬ 
plain the pin|>oint accuracy with 
w'hich some indi\iduals and their 
succeeding generations manage to 
find their way to the exact s^ne 
spots at each end of the trip for cen¬ 
tury. 

Considering the fact that some of 
our resident birds never got caught 
up in this pattern and live out their 
lives on a few acres of gmttnd, the 
travels of the migrators'take Iocs of 
understanding.

Therx* is an obvious and e.N- 
panding feeling of discontent 
again among many faculty 
members at the University of 
Victoria which finds its outlet 
in condemnation of the ad* 
ministration. 

Few faculty members 
seem lo know exactly where 
the dissatisfaction stems from 
or against whom it should l'>e 
directed. 

In recent hi.story. the target 
was former president Bru< e 
Partridge, who at rimes 
.seemed to oecupy the pavilion 
of a goaltender at a dart tour¬ 
nament. 

Last week, faculty a.ssiK ia- 
tion president John Greene 
talked about the possibility of 
faculty unionization and cri¬ 
ticized UVic president Hugh 
Farquhar (or creating a com¬ 
munications gap. 

Some other faculty 

members feel the malaise 
arises from overly optimistic 
expectations by vovinger fac¬ 
ulty members that once Par¬ 
tridge had gone, a magical 
and ijeneficlal change in the 
university atmo.spliere would 
occur almost ov ernight. 

Those faculty membeis 

with a longer e.vperience 

know that nothing would 
« hnngc with anything like the 
dramatic suddenness their 
colleagues anticipated. 

But the nub of the nialter 
apiiear.s to bo a simple skeie- 
lal Issue clothed in complex 
■ iverlay.s of ego. fear, ambi¬ 
tion and traditional conserva¬ 
tism. 

That Issue is nutney. pure 
and simple. 

Financing is the cau.'ir of 
the riisconienr that will chill 
the (ampus thi.s winter. .Stu¬ 
dent population In declining. 
.So will the operating budget, 
A shift in students from <»ne 
disi ipline to another will 
mean a shift in the limited fi¬ 
nances. Generally s|)eaking. 
the money will go with the 
students. 

It is against this baik- 
guiund that tho monthly 
meetings*of the UVfr senate 
are held, where many aca¬ 
demic fears and prejudices 
are most tran.sparent. 

Farquhar is an able ad- 
ininistrator, hut he suffers 
from one nia ior drawbac k in 
dealing with senate he is 
originally from the education 
faculty.

'I'heie is a strong feeling 
aiming some faculty incmhcrs 
that the education faculty is 
not truly .s( holarlv and per¬ 
forms the function of rofy- 
f ling high school students inlfi 
usable teachers. 

A few frank fafiilty 
members will concede that 
this is a common belief; 
others choose lo pretend this 
is not the case f>r refuse to 
discuss the issue.

•There are two fairly common fungus 
infections that attack strawberries here¬ 
abouts, fruit rot and mildew, and your 
mouldy berries this summer were prob¬ 
ably infected with one or both of these! 

Unfortunately, no one chemical will 
control both of .these diseases. Captan 
fungicide does a grand job of prevent¬ 
ing fruit rot but is useless against mil¬ 
dew. Sulphur is a specific against mil¬ 
dew but ineffective against fruit rot. 
Your best bet is to combine these, two 
tablespoonfuls captan plus four table- 
spoonfuls wettable sulphur per gallon of 
slightly soapy water. Spray thoroughly 
when the first blossoms open, again 
when the plants are in full blciom, and a 
third time when the first berries are 
beginning to form.

This is fortunate for us, 
for we don’t have the right kind ctf wasp 
in this country to penetrate and polli¬ 
nate the blossoms inside the fig. TIiLs 
means we can produce ripe and tasty 
fruit foom our local fig trees, but never 
any good seeds.

Fungi develop In the lawn as a result 
of an overabundance of rotting organic 
material in the soil. This could be due 
to a build-up of mowings allowed to 
remain on the lawn, or posslbly'to 
rotting roots of some long-dead tree 
deep under the sod. 

nrst. rake up the toadstools, but iii 
such a manner that they are not 
dragged over the clean portions of the 
lawn to infect them with their scattered 
spores. Then punch holes in the sod of 
the Infested parts, using an aerating 
fork, a digging fork, or even a crowbar 
or a sharpened broomstick. Finally, 
drench the sod deeply with a good turf 
fungicide such*as Merfusan, Panogen, 
Puracide, Mersil or Dyrene, diluted ac¬ 
cording to the directions on the label. 

This should stop the toadstools com¬ 
ing temporarily, but until the rotting 
wood or other material is completely 
decomposed, the fungi will probably re¬ 
turn riext year and will require another 
treatment.
